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The future of ASC 101 is now

Each fall, first-year and transfer students are required 
to participate in ASC 101, a program designed to accli- 
mate students to their new lives at Agnes Scott. In the 
past, the program included sessions about campus life, 
introductions to departments, excursions into Atlanta 
and a community service project. Students were also 
required to take a self-guided tour of the library, visit 
the office of Career Planning, and attend cultural and 
athletic events on campus 

This year, ASC 101 will include many of the activities 
from previous years, but will also see major changes to 
the leadership, structure and content of the program. 
Erin Howle, Director of Student Leadership, has taken 
over Dean Hall's position as coordinator of ASC 10, 
and Jessi Probus ‘10 is the new student coordinator. 

The major change to ASC 101 is the addition of a 
leadership component. According to research conduct- 
ed by the Kellogg Foundation, leadership skills are 
integral to the academic and social challenges of col- 
lege. Students that are strong leaders tend to excel in 
college and beyond. This research influenced the deci- 
sion to change the ASC 101 curriculum. The leadership 
component of the program will be discussion based and 
will take place within small groups students will meet 
with throughout the program. 

In past years, students have been required to visit or 


_ confident in the changes they have made and believe 


time to make these visits and will do so in a group of 
peers, This more structured approach will ensure that 
students meet all of the requirements of the program 
without having to do so during their free time. 

“It is my hope that the changes to the program will 
help the members of the incoming class, as well as 
transfer students, to feel connected to our campus cul- 
ture, to understand what is available to them and how 
to access it, to reflect on what it means to practice the 
art of self- leadership, and most importantly, ! hope 
the program will help every student find her purpose 
and sense of belonging at Agnes Scott,” said Howle 

The movement to change the ASC 101 program 
stemmed from a lack of consistency from year to year. 
With new leadership each year and no set curriculum, 
the coordinators of each year essentially had to start 
from scratch. 

"The problem is that every year a new student takes 
over. It doesn't seem like a cohesive program,” Said 
Probus 

The new program will have a set curriculum) that can 
be carried out into the next year. The leadership com- 
ponent is based out of a textbook. With sufficient 
material to plan the program, the coordinators next 
year will have a head start. 

As with any program that has gone dgoush signifi- 
cant changes, this first year may present some difficul- 
ties for the leadership. However, the coordinators are

DOC search committee

A search is underway for a replacement dean of the college and 
vice president of academic affairs, as Dean Rosemary Lévy. Zumwalt 
will be retiring at the end of the academic year after nine years of 
serving Agnes Scott. A committee has been formed to select the 
best candidate for the responsibility of overseeing the college's aca- 
demic program and reporting matters such as budget and personnel 
management to Elizabeth Kiss, president of the college. 

The committee was formed late last spring following the 
announcement of Zumwalt’s retirement. It consists of faculty and 
staff members, as well as a student representative. Rosemary 
Cunningham is the chair of the committee. 

"| am very impressed with Rosemary Cunningham's leadership," 
said Jennifer Lund from the Office of International Education. Lund 
is on the committee representing the Office of International 
Education (OIE) to voice the college's need for an essential interna- 
tional perspective across all academic disciplines. Other members 
of the search committee include Duke Miller from Information 
Technology Services, Elizabeth Bagley, Director of Library Services 
and Tracey Laird, Chair of the music department. Also on board to 
assist the search committee is Alice Miller from Witt/Keiffer, a firm 
designed to assist educational and non-profit institutions in hiring 
qualified leaders. 

The student voice comes from Meg Beyer ‘10, who says that the 
ideal DOC can assure Scotties that “our degrees will be worth more 
when [and after] we graduate than when we entered as first years.” 
Another important issue Beyer raised is that the future DOC 
“should be someone that has the ability to interact with the stu- 
dents.” 

Students not on the committee had the opportunity to share their 
thoughts on the characteristics of the ideal incoming DOC through 
an online survey. The survey asked students, ‘as well as faculty and 
staff to rate the importance of certain characteristics of the incom- 
ing DOC such as the value of an international perspective or hav- 
ing academic articles published. 

The DOC search committee recently posted a job announcement 
in The Chronicle of Higher Education regarding the position. Once the 
committee selects the top three candidates from the pool of recipi- 
ents recruited from the ad, students will be able to interact with 
the final candidates during designated panels later in the semester.

Obama proposes financial plan

On June 17, President Barack Obama announced a 
new financial plan proposing a considerable increase 
in federal regulatory control over financial institu- 
tions in order to combat the current economic cri- 
sis. Key elements of the plan include the creation of 
a new consumer financial protection agency, an 
expansion of the Federal Reserve's supervisory 
power and proposals to raise capital requirements 
for banks and to regulate the vast derivatives mar- 
ket. 

Among the number of regulatory changes laid out 
in the plan, the proposals for the new consumer 
financial protection agency, and of new regulations 
for the derivatives market are most closely related 
to the life of college students and recent graduates. 
The Obama administration's call for the new 
agency has been a point of contention since its 
announcement. According to the plan, it will take 
charge of overseeing mortgages, credit, debit and 
gift cards, overdraft protection on bank accounts, 
consumer lending, etc. By creating such an entity, 
the administration aims to protect consumers 
against deceptive practices and provide them with 
clear market information and standardized financial 
products. The goal of the agency, according to 
White House officials, is to promote “fair, efficient, 
and innovative financial-services markets for con- 
sumers” (Business Week). 

Supporters of this proposal argue that the new 
agency will introduce a safer financial market and, 
on a larger scale, a safer financial system to the cus- 
tomers. Confusing and unsafe loans will be replaced 
by ones with lower risks, clearer disclosure of terms 
and no hidden fees. As more of such standardized 
loans and other products come into the market, it 
will be easier for consumers to compare products 
and find their ideal ones. When students need to 
find loans for future studies or mortgage deals for 
purchasing new houses, they will have safer finan-

cial products to choose from and receive better 
protection. 

Opponents argue that too much regulation could 
stifle innovation and result in homogeneous finan- 
cial products. Others attack the enforcement 
authority that will be given. to the new agency to 
make and enforce rules for banks and firms, David 
Hirschmann; president and CEO of the US. 
Chamber of Commerce's Center for Capital 
Markets Competitiveness, expressed his concern 
that “the proposal simply adds to the layering of the 
{regulatory ] system without addressing the underly- 
ing and fundamental problems. We can't simply 
insert new regulatory agencies and hope that we've 
covered our bases” (Business Week). 

In addition to the creation of a new consumer 
financial protection agency, proposals of new regu- 
lation for the derivatives market have also stirred up 
controversy, Derivatives, such as credit default 
swaps, have proved to be inherently dangerous, and 
the literally unregulated derivatives market is the 
very place the credit crunch originated from. By 
proposing more disclosure as well as new capital 
and margin standards for derivatives, the govern- 
ment aims to increase the transparency of deriva- 
tives trading, thus preventing traders from talking 
customers into buying risky and complex deals. 

Some market participants doubt that the adminis- 
tration would really be able to put all derivatives 
under close scrutiny. There are two common types 
of derivatives: standardized products and nonstan- 
dard deals. While standardized products are much 
the same to each other, nonstandard deals are more 
individualized and can be complex. As a result, 
some are skeptical towards the administration's goal 
to oversee every nonstandard deal, given the com- ~ 
plexity of the terms and conditions of such deals. 

The new financial plan will attempt to appeal to 
consumers who want safer financial products and 
help financial institutions maximize profits, 
Whether this balance can be acheived is yet to be 
determined. 
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Scotties welcome Robert Parker: Agnes Scott’s 
new Vice President for College Advancement

Along with ushering in the Class of 2013 and a new academic year, Agnes Scott 
College welcomes to campus the new Vice President for College Advancement Robert 
J. Parker. He officially began his appointment on Aug. 17 and was on hand to greet all 
new and returning Scotties. 

"It's a dream come true to join the Agnes Scott community,” said Parker. “Agnes Scott 
is most definitely the finest women's liberal arts college in the South and arguably 
among the very finest in the country. | am committed personally and professionally to 
empowering women and am excited about the opportunity to make a difference within 
this community of thoughtful, wise and welcoming students, staff and faculty." 

_As the Vice President for College Advancement, Parker will use his strong back- 
ground in fundraising and strategic leadership to coordinate Agnes Scott's comprehen- 
sive campaign. This campaign, currently in the feasibility stage, will provide funding 
for the college's priorities and needs, including the signature initiatives, such as the 
“Agnes Advantage,” featured in the “Engaging a Wider World” Strategic Plan for 2014.” 
While guiding the comprehensive campaign, Parker will oversee three departments, 
including the Department of Development, the Department of Alumnae Relations, and 
the Department of Communications. 

“Rob brings impeccable credentials, a love of the liberal arts and a warm, sincere, and 
gracious personality,” said ASC President Elizabeth Kiss in the announcement of 
Parker's hire released by the college on July 1, 2009. “] am excited about working with 
him in the years to come and believe he will be a wonderful colleague, a supportive 
and effective manager and an excellent leader of our comprehensive campaign.” 

The previous comprehensive campaign at Agnes Scott, which concluded in 2005, 
exceeded the $60 million initial objective by more than $10 million. While a target for 
the current comprehensive campaign has not yet been released, an ambitious goal is 


expected, even in the face of a challenging economy. 

“We are currently analyzing our needs and priorities internally and working to set 
realistically achievable goals that will ensure the success of our campaign and allow for 
life-changing experiences on behalf of Agnes Scott students,” said Parker. “Agnes Scott 
has weathered a very difficult year, and while we are not yet completely out of the 
woods, | am nevertheless still very excited about our future.” 

Parker projects that the three top sources of funding for the comprehensive campaign 
will be gifts from alumnae, foundations, and parents and friends, with former Scotties 
making up 50 to 65 percent of all contributions. 

Before coming to Agnes Scott, Parker served as the Director of Capital Gifts and 
Associate Director of the Arts and Sciences Foundation at the University of North 
Carolina at Chapel Hill. 

Parker's relentless work at UNC-Chapel Hill assisted the Arts and Sciences 
Foundation in surpassing its $350 million objective in the university-wide $2.3 billion 
campaign by $37 million. 

While similarities between a school of 28,000 students and one of less than 1,000 
may seem rather limited, Parker simply breaks it down by saying that “fundraising is 
fundraising.” 

“No matter the institution, and even in the current difficult economic climate, 
fundraising is about cultivating and deepening a relationship between the donor and 
the college through the good times and the bad,” said Parker. “It is important to truly 
get to know each person and see how their story and their passion can be intercon- 
nected with that of the mission and objectives of the Agnes Scott College community.” 

Vice President Parker is a graduate of Baylor University and The University of 
Chicago, where he earned a master's degree in divinity and a doctorate in theology. 
He is welcomed to Agnes Scott College and the Decatur community along with his 
wife and two daughters.

Witkaze, Agnes Scott's African-American student association, raised $1000 at the Black Cat Date Raffle/ 3RD 
Annual AIDS Walk Fundraiser, The event was held Wednesday, Sept. 23,2009 in Evans Dining Hall. Students 
had a chance to donate money for a cause and to win a date to-the formal. 

The Date Raffle started in 2006 as an alternative and interesting way to raise funds. The event replaced previ- 
ous fundraisers that failed due to lack of publicity and interest from the student body. After realizing the 
amount of first-year students spent searching for dates at the annual Red Light, Green Light Party, the Witkaze 
executive board decided to provide a new way for students to obtain dates to the annual Black Cat dance, 

Senior and Co-President of Witkaze, Jillian Wells '10, admits that she was reluctant to implement the event 
due to the possible controversy. To ease the minds of spectators, the participants are required to sign a contract 
stating they are not in a relationship and that they will not force any student to do anything against her will. 

Members of Witkaze solicit volunteers from various colleges in the surrounding areas, such as Morehouse 
College, Clayton State University and Georgia Tech. The contestants get a chance to model while back- 
ground information about them is revealed to the audience. ' 

The bidding starts at five dollars and iricreases by one dollar increments until auctioneers have reached their 
spending limit. Once the biding has ceased, the highest bidder submits her donation and gets to know her 
date 

The contestant with the highest bids was Reginald Liger, a senior at Georgia Tech majoring in electrical com- 
puter engineering. But it was not just Liger's resume that put him at such high demand for the evening; Liger 
put on a show for the ladies as he danced from table to table and even moved furniture around in the Dining 
Hall. 

The bidding for him ended at $88, which was the highest for any male contestant this year. Liger said his 
show was all improvised 

“Nothing is ever planned with me,” said Liger. “I am humbled to be here, and I understand the urgency to 
support an epidemic as large as AIDS.” 

This year, Witkaze's goal was to increase the amount of funds they received at the date raffle. They exceeded 
their expectations, raising a total of $1025.19 in just an hour and a half. 

In addition to the money raised at the Date Raffle, Witkaze joins with other student associations at Agnes 
Scott to host a Penny War where classes compete to donate the most money. Witkaze combines the funds 
from the Date Raffle and Penny Wars and donates it the AIDS Walk. 

This year the walk will be held on October 18, 2009. The money is donated on behalf of Team Agnes Scott 
United, which is a group of participating students from Agnés Scott. Students are encouraged to register for 
the team and participate.

On the night of the event, Keillor came up on stage 
wearing red tennis shoes and high-water jeans that 
revealed long bright red socks, A suit jacket and a red tie 
completed the outfit, 

He began to chant his self-composed sonnets, which 
touched on subjects ranging from religion to love. In one 
sonnet dedicated to the students of Agnes Scott, he said, 
“She was the only girl | knew that read Albert Camus / 
and for that very reason | did too.” 

He also used the sonnets.to broach the subject of his 
recent stroke: "How many sonnets do | remember? | don't 
know / oh whoa whoa whoa / There's only one way to 
find out / whoa whoa whoa whoa / | had a cerebral vascu- 
lar accident on Labor Day / and so | ought to find out 
what my memory capacity is here this evening / whoa 
whoa." 

Keillor continued to joke about his stroke for the rest of 
the night. During the question and answer period he told 
a fan about his plans for a sketch that involved a man so 
irritated with a “Tailgater” or “bumper-rider” that he would 
look into the rearview mirror, be blinded by the head- 
lights blazing back at him, and then promptly have a 
stroke. When asked about it in an earlier interview, he said 
his stroke was "something to think about.” 

Much of the rest of the evening was dedicated to telling 


was an important part of my childhood, and seeing him 
speak live was incredibly exciting. He is an iconic 
American voice, and he remained very funny and clever 
even after his recent medical scare.” 

Keillor will be returning to Atlanta in May to give a live 
broadcast performance at the Fox Theatre. Until then, as 
the man himself would say, remember to “be well, do 
good work, and keep in touch.”

Many fans confessed during the question and answer ses- 
sion that Keillor's show A Prairie Home Companion acts 
as substitute church service for them, airing at 2:00 p.m 
every Sunday morning. 

Sally Horne told Keillor that she believed him to be “the 
voice of God" when she was growing up. 

In reply, Keillor said, “God can sing in harmony better 
than I can.” Needless to say, some fans were not con- 
vinced, and Keillor was asked to lead the audience ina 
song. Before he handed over the microphone to sign 
books, everybody in Presser Hall sang all three verses of 
Elvis Presley's “Can't Help Falling in Love" conducted by 
Keillor himself 

With Keillor coming to campus on the first day of the 
Black Cat Week, students at his talk were curious to know 
if Keillor had gotten a look at the quad. Unfortunately, he 
had not, but he did state in an interview that evening how 
he believed women colleges to be a good thing. 

“Young men tend to bully," he said. 

He believes that in a women's college, students get the 
chance to “say what they want to say with no smirking 
from the young men.” In fact, Keillor's own daughter 
attended Bryn Mawr College, a woman's liberal arts insti- 
tution in Pennsylvania.

Astronomer Phil Plait kicked off the event A Full Moon for Cancer on the night of 
Sept. 3, 2009 by saying, “Liver cancer sucks. This event is a win-win; we get to listen to 
other astronomers dork out while helping fight cancer.” 

Agnes Scott College and the Department of Physics and Astronomy provided the space 
to the group at no cost so all of the profits could go to the American Cancer Society. 
Tickets for the event were completely sold out; and the Bradley Observatory was packed. 

The Atlanta Skeptics, a group 
of people who support the pro- 
motion of science and critical 
thinking, were able to raise 
nearly $3,000 from the event 
and donate the funds to the 
American Cancer Society in 
honor of Jeff Medkeff. The 
event featured two well-known 
speakers in the astronomy 
world, Phil Plait of 
BadAstronomy.com and Pamela 
Gay, best known for her astro- 
nomical podcasting 

Jeff Medkeff, also known as 
the Blue Collar Scientist, was an 
astronomer, writer, and skeptic 
who began working in the field 
of astronomical technology as a 
systems engineer and software 
developer in the late 1990s. 

Medkeff was an asteroid 
hunter and discovered hundreds 
of asteroids, both by himself and 
with others. He named several 
asteroids after well-known skep- 
tics, including Derek Colanduno and "Swoopy’Robynn McCarthy, co-hosts of Skepticality, 
and Rebecca Watson of Skepchick. There is also an asteroid 41450 Medkeff named after 
himself ; 

Medkeff was also a contributing editor at Sky & Telescope magazine and wrote for several 
other magazines such as Astronomy, Astronomy Heute and Consumer's Digest. Medkeff was dedi- 
cated to improving science education in the United States and was very active in public 
outreach. : 

He often spoke at the Campbell Creek Science Center, the Eagle River Nature Center 
and occasionally at the Anchorage Museum of History and Art-and other area venues. He 
passed away on Aug. 3, 2008 from complications due to liver cancer, 

Several Agnes Scott students, including Mary Hinkle ’10; Melissa Meister '11, Hannah 
Marlowe '11 and Presence O'Neal '12 volunteered to show guests at the Beck Telescope, 
give tours of the venue, answer questions and help with crowd control.

Canned food drive for 
Black Cat community 
service project

Each year, Black Cat Week consists of fierce competition and comical high 
jinks, but this competitive spirit has also been channeled into promoting 
community service. Last year’s project, for example, was a book drive, while 
this year the Atlanta Community Food Bank (ACFB) was chosen to be the 
recipient of this generosity through a week long canned food drive 

The ACFB allocates almost two million pounds of food and other grocery 
items each month to more than 800 nonprofit partner agencies in 38 coun- 
ties in Metro Atlanta and North Georgia and altogether delivers over 20 mil- 
lion pounds of food a year. The agencies that receive this assistance include 
food pantries, childcare centers, community kitchens, night shelters, and 
senior centers. 

For the purpose of the can collection, boxes were set up in the front of 
Alston. Each class put cans in their respective class box the entire week, 9 
a.m. to 7 p.m. Monday through Thursday and 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. on Friday 

In addition, the first-year class collected money to purchase cans, as many 
students do not keep canned goods on their persons, and the sophomore 
class collected blue jeans for the benefit of victims of domestic abuse. 

The service chairs for each class were Jaime Henry-White for the Class of 
2013, Viergeline Felix of 2012, Darcy Hammond of 2011, and Chelsea 
Guenther of 2010. 

Community service during Black Cat week was also used as an encourage- 
ment to bring in cash donations for the annual fund, which was the second 
part of service for Black Cat Week 

“The [Student] Gift Campaign basically supports Scotties,” said first-year 
service chair, Jaime Henry-White, “This is good karma for all of us.” The 
fund provides money for scholarships, classroom and library supplies, 
salaries and benefits for the faculty and staff, as well as campus-maintenance 
Each chair collected these donations in envelopes to indicate participation 

For scoring purposes, one point was awarded for each dollar raised for the 
annual fund, plus another point given for each person who participated. Five 
points were awarded for each can collected on Monday, and the number of 
points awarded per can would decrease as the week went on. Overall; 25 
points could be rewarded for cans and gifts respectively, making 50 points 
the maximum amount available for the Black Cat service project 

Like all the other events of the competition, points earned during the serv- 
ice section went towards winning Black Cat and the Black Kitty. Ultimately, 
the first place for service was awarded to the seniors, with the juniors in sec- 
ond place, the first-years in third and the sophomores in fourth. While win- 
ning the service project and the overall Black Cat competition was highly 
desirable for each class, the Atlanta Community Food Bank and the annual

One amusing and new element was the scene of profes- 
sor-student interaction in the dining hall.

Student-athletes of the Class of 2013 are not the only 
new sports enthusiasts mulling around Woodruff 
Gymnasium these days. Out of the labs of chemistry 
courses and from the fringes of the French department, 
Agnes Scott College has rounded up any and all inter- 
ested to come out and compete for the Scottie lacrosse 
team, which will begin its first season of intercollegiate 
competition in the spring of 2010. 

"| am excited to be a collegiate athlete,” said midfield- 
er Anastasia Tsavaris '12. "It is a honor and a privilege 
to represent Agnes Scott in athletic competition." 

While the Scotties are busy training for their inaugu- 
ral season, many people around ‘campus are still trying 
to figure out what exactly is the game of lacrosse. 

“Lacrosse is a combination of soccer, basketball, and 
hockey. It isa very. high paced game,” said Agnes Scott 
Head Coach Nikki Williams. "The team is busy 
improving stick skills, conditioning, and getting to 
know each other as a team.” 

Similar to soccer, lacrosse has a field, two goals, anda 
no-hands rule. The ball resembles in its small size toa 
hockey puck. The hand-eye coordination necessary to 
catch the ball in the crosse correlates well to the skills 
seen in basketball. One important aspect of the game, 
cradling, is a motion that involves flicking the net back 
and forth so the’ball doesn't fall out. Women lacrosse 

“players have to simultaneously do this balancing 
motion, run fast, and pass around the ball while avoid- 
ing the checks of the opponent. 

“Women’s lacrosse is a game of skill, finesse, ball con- 
trol, and anticipation of the next move,” said Tsavaris. “It 
takes a lot of balance to cradle the ball so it won't fall 
from your crosse.” 

Unlike the other five sports at Agnes Scott who partic-

Athletic Conference against institutions from the North 
Carolina and Virginia area. With this separate confer- 
ence comes further distances to games. Travel time will 


range from six to nine hours away 

Much to the relief of the freshmen, sophomore, and 
perhaps junior Scottie lacrosse women, lacrosse is an 
up-and-coming sport with intercollegiate programs on 
the rise in Georgia and the Southern United States. 

"| have already scheduled future games against Berry 
College, which is located relatively nearby in Rome, 
Georgia,” said-Coach Williams. “In the next few years, 
there will be at least eight colleges in less than a three 
hour radius with lacrosse teams.” 

Although the Agnes Scott Lacrosse team will be the 
first NCAA Division II] collegiate program in Georgia, 
lacrosse has been played as sport in the Americas ever 
since settlers learned the game from the Native 
Americans in the mid 1800s. For the Native Americans, 
lacrosse was everything froma religious exercise to a 
preparation for war. Games could involve up to a thou- 
sand men. 

The Scottie lacrosse team began their nontraditional 
fall season on Sept. 21. These practices, sure to only 
increase the number of Scottie student-athletes gimping 
around campus, run five days a week until Oct. 23. 

Mia Jacintho ‘10, the team's one and only goalie, has 
only seen positives in the first official days of Agnes 
Scott lacrosse. 

"Our team is improving greatly each and every day 
We are working very hard to make a name for Scottie 
lacrosse,” Jacintho said. "I! cannot wait until our first 
game!" 

The new fast-paced attention-grabbing sport of . 
lacrosse is sure to bring a whole new category of feisti- 
ness to Scottie athletics. Any confusion still abound 
about lacrosse will be remedied through LaxFacts emails 
to be sent out by Coach Williams beginning in January

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Students react to workplace policies on campus

Kim Nolley and Kelly Grant, two Evans Dining Hall workers, resigned on Oct. 22 due to alleged 


insensitivity in the work environment. 


Dining hall manager Damon Sheppard requested to search the bags Nolley and Grant had kept at their 


work stations. They refused 


According to a Living Wage Campaign document “Discussing Who Said What,” Nolley and Grant 
declined to have their bags searched because they felt Sheppard's actions in asking to search their bags 
were disrespectful. Additionally, they believed he was not scheduled to work at the time, Sheppard 


believed he was within his rights as an Aramark employee 


Aramark, the company that manages food services at Agnes Scott, writes in its handbook: “The 
Company reserves the right to inspect any packages, parcels, purses, handbags, briefcases, lunchboxes, 
or any other possessions or articles carried to and from the client's property.” It goes on to say employees 
working in, entering or leaving the premises who refuse to cooperate in an inspection...will be subject to 


disciplinary action up to and including termination,” 


Nolley and Grant demanded that either Sheppard be fired or they would resign during their meeting 
with Pete Miller, director of food services, and Sheppard. Miller accepted their resignations. 
Immediately following the resignations, students at Agnes Scott mobilized to show support for Nolley 


and Grant. 


There was much speculation and rumors surrounding the issue. Students were not aware of the full 
details surrounding the issue, but they knew they wanted Nolley and Grant to remain part of the Agnes 


Scott community 


The first step students took was holding a Student Senate meeting to inform others about the resigna- 
tion and to organize a rally to bring awareness. According to a LWC document, 100 people were in 


attendance 


Knowledge of the staff resignations and planned rally spread quickly across campus. 

“Mainly, we used personal networking to spread the word,” said Helen Cox '10 of the Living Wage 
Campaign. “This year the Living Wage Campaign hasn't been quite as active, mainly having speakers 
and holding meetings. We texted people in mass, used the internet and Facebook and had conversations. 


We knew we had to plan something fast.” 


The protest took place on Friday, Oct, 23. Students rallied in Alston Student Center, dressed in red to 


show their support. Approximately 150 people attended 


They later paraded from Alston to the front steps of Evans Dining Hall where they stood silently in 
protest. Nolley and Grant made a brief appearance to thank everyone and then left for a meeting to dis- 


cuss the solution to the issue 


Students then continued to President Kiss' office where they left a letter stating their feelings and 
demands. The protest moved from the President's office to the Admissions Office and finally to the 
Facilities Office where they waited in the rain for Nolley and Grant to come out from the meeting and 


reveal the details 


As the students waited, they reflected on their personal interactions with Nolley and Grant. 
"| feel they are the only people in the dining hall who care,” said Nikki Back '12. “They always ask how 


my day is and compliment my clothes.” 


Student Senate President, Lucia Hulsether '11, was a key component in the organization of the protest. 


She is also a member of the Living Wage Campaign. 


"Kim and Kelley are beloved members of our Agnes Scott community. They counsel, befriend, collabo- 
rate with, and support students on a daily basis, and they have been integral leaders in the campaign for 
economic justice at oe Scott College,” said Hulsether, who is double majoring in Religious Studies 


and Sociology/Anthropology. 

On Oct, 27, 2009, President Kiss sent out an email stating 
the issue had been resolved and that “all three employees have 
signed an agreement addressing issues raised by the incident 
and its aftermath.” She went on to say, “While the details of 
this agreement must remain confidential, we are able to share 
that all three have agreed to complete some professional train- 
ing.” Kiss also asked that everyone respect the solution reached 
by the parties involved. . 

The parties involved in the issue were not allowed to talk 
about the decision due to a union agreement

Author Marc Fitten canie to Agnés Scott ~

Fitten, editor of the prestigious 
Chattahoochee Review, spent time after 
high school in Hungary, conducting cultur- 
al research for what would later become his 
first novel Valerias Last Stand.

After reading excerpts of his book, Fitten 
opened the floor to questions. He told 
attendees about his writing process (always 
a popular question), explaining that he 
needs absolute silence. He also expanded 
on Valerias Last Stand, explaining that it will 
eventually be a part of a trilogy, each 
installment taking place in the same town 
but in different decades and from different 
points of view 

His next installment will be told from the 
point of view of a chef. He said that in the 
same way that he uSes sex and sexual 
actions to create dramatic action’ and vis- 
ceral scenes, he will use food in the-next

Fitten elaborated on how he has several 
hats: namely as a writer and.as an editor, 
and how he has become skilled over the 
years at only wearing one at a time.

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Mold in Inman Hall finally garners much needed attention from Residence Life

Most Agnes Scott students have heard about the 
| dreaded mold that grows in Inman--that it lurks in 
“| dark and damp places, waiting until you're stressed 
with midterms and essays to creep out and begin con- 
suming all of your personal belongings before ulti- 
mately staging an attack on your physical health. 

In truth, this mold belongs to a common strain 
which begins growing indoors when mold spores 
land on wet surfaces. The growth of this 
mold can damage personal property and, 
more seriously, it has the power to trig- 
ger allergies and severe asthma attacks. 

The fact that mold is a problem in Inman is not a surprise. Why then, if 
the mold is a familiar feature on Agnes Scott campus, has nobody made an 
effort to stop its growth? Resident Life Director, Joy Griggs, states that it is 
true that the mold has been a problem in past years; however, the problem 
has suddenly become more urgent due to the amounts of rain and humidity 
Atlanta has experienced this year, As a result, more serious cases concerning 
the mold have been reported. 

Property damage has been the subject of most complaints regarding the 
mold. Elizabeth Berkstresser '12 reports that it grew on her shoes, clothing, 
and picture frames but said, “Others on the hall had it much worse.” Berkstresser 
was able to clean most of her belongings and recounted how one resident had a 
garbage bag full of items that were ruined by the mold. 

Michie Summers-Perez '11, who lives on the second floor of Inman, also had 
mold problems: "It [the mold] affected my clothes, shoes, [and] luggage, as well as 
my roommate's. It affected about 50% of my RA's belongings and most of the peo- 
ple on my hall. It ruined all of the things it affected." 

For some, the mold did not stop at materialistic annoyance , but began to infringe 


upon their health. The growth irritated Summers-Perez's allergies, in. addition to trig- 


gering severe asthma attacks that weighed heavily on her personal life. 

[The allergies and asthma] both affected my Army training and caused me to be 
put on remedial training,” she said, “which faced me with the possibility of losing my 
Army ROTC scholarship.” She also confirmed that the effect on her sinuses 
increased her risk of contracting the flu, which she eventually did. , 

Student action against mold growing in their living space is limited. Berkstresser 
filed a work order with Facilities and they responded by cleaning out her air condi- 
tioner and giving her a dehumidifier. She says that Facilities reacted quickly, but that 
she had to push them to do so; she felt she would not have been given a dehumidifi- 


them, Kimberly Brewer '10 also filed a work order with Facilities: ‘The Facilities 
workers completed the necessary work in one day and I've since been in good shape. 
I'd definitely like to express my gratitude and appreciation for how quickly they 
resolved my issue." Both Berkstresser and Brewer claim that the dehumidifier helped 
to prevent future mold damage. However, there were others, 
like Summers-Perez who opted to move out of Inman. 
The significant and copious affects of the mold this year 
have made the aeration of Inman a priority. Griggs, with 
help from Facilities, has devised'a three-part plan. The first 
- stage of the plan has already been put into action. As in 
past years, all students who request the instillation of a 
dehumidifier or room relocation will be provided for 
accordingly. Over winter break Inman will be closed 
marking the second stage of the plan. A crew will 
change the insulation and sheetrock, as well as reinstall 
piping, especially around the air conditioning and 
heating units. 

In the long term a “fresh air handler’ will be placed 
in Inman, its job being to replace “bad” or moist air 
with "good" air. In the future Griggs hopes to com- 
pile a taskforce composed of faculty and student 
advisors who will prioritize a list of not only struc- 

tural, but cosmetic goals that can be accomplished 
over time in all of the residence halls. Griggs stressed 
that not all students in Inman had been affected by the mold 
though many were. The placement of the room determined whether or 
* not conditions were right for the growth of mold and the severity of the health 
problems relied on each student's body constitution. 

When asked if compensation was being given to. those whose personal belongings 
were ruined by the mold, she said she would deal with each complaint on a case-by- - 
case basis. 

Overall Reslife seems very willing to work with students not just in Inman, but in all 
residence halls. Griggs says, “It is my job to make sure each student feels comfort- 
able, healthy, safe, and secure in her living environment, enabling the student to 
thrive personally and academically.” Watch your Agnes Scott emails for an update 
from President Kiss concerning the mold in Inman.

H1N1 vaccine to be available on the Agnes |Policy loophole provides opportunity for flu fakery

In the wake of the White House's declaration of the H1N1 outbreak as a 
national emergency, over 1000 Americans have died of complications from 
the virus, including 95 people under the age of 18. Every week, schools 
across the country have published large numbers of cases on campus, but 
thankfully, Agnes Scott College, in comparison, has been left relatively 
untouched. 

"Up until the week of October 5, we only saw a few students with 
influenza-like illness each week. We hoped that the flu had missed us," said 
Agnes Scott Health Services Director, Carole Holcomb. "The week after 
fall break we began to see a few cases of the flu. We're continuing to test for 
Influenza A, knowing that H1N1 flu is. in the Influenza A family of viruses." 

About 11 million doses of the vaccine have currently become available, 
and Agnes Scott will soon have a supply of the vaccine available free of 
charge to the college community. According to the Georgia Department of 
Community Health, the CDC has coordinated all allocations of the vaccine 
within the state to approximately 3,000 healthcare professionals. Fifty-thou- 
sand doses of the nasal spray vaccine have been already made available and 
a second supply of 50,000 doses will be made available within the week. 
Next week, 50,000 doses of injectible vaccine will be delivered and will 
then be delivered on a weekly basis for several months. The level of interest 
was determined via an online survey, in which 227 people, approximately 
74 % of the respondents, indicated they would take the vaccine. 

It will be given over the course:of two days, the first day for the highest- + 
risk groups, which includes pregnant women and people under the age of 
twenty-five, especially those with asthma and certain health conditions, 
including diabetes, heart or kidney disease, cancer and HIV or AIDS. 

Holcomb recommends that people take the vaccine "because it is a new 
virus, and the vaccine is the best way to protect yourself from it," adding 
that since the majority of students live closely together in the residence 
halls, it is important that the spread of any illness be contained 

Still, the reaction among the student body remains mixed. 

"I'll probably try to take it, even though | already had H1N! my senior 
year[of high school]," said Ellen Humphrey '13, who hada "bad" version of 
the virus that left her confined to the couch. 

Kylen Ford, another first-year, on the other hand, takes the opposite view. 
"I'm really skeptical of vaccines,” she said. "I'm just skeptical of medicines 
due to my parents.” Ford revealed that she hadn't taken the regular influen- 
za vaccine until this year, when she had the flu.” We don't take even take 
strong medicines for colds," she added. 

Though some who have already gone through the worst of HIN1 may 
not see the need to get the vaccine, Holcomb noted that the vaccine is nec- 
essary because "most likely, they were not tested for H1N1 specifically, but 
just presumed it was HiN1." 


mold growth

Autumn usually conjures up images of crisp 
mornings and cozy nights accompanied by 
hot beverages, but it also marks the beginning 
of the annual flu season. Student Health 
Services has recently seen rise in the number 
of ill students, many-testing positive for 
Influenza A. Students experiencing flu-like 
symptoms are encouraged to seek aid from 
the Wellness Center and not attend class if 
necessary, 

“When | felt ill and went to the Wellness 
Center, | learned that the test to determine 
whether you have the HIN1 flu is very 
expensive and takes a long time to process,” 
said Seung-Yoon Kim, '13. “Besides, the 
treatment for the common cold and the flu is 
the same.” 

However, the main difference between the 
two is the presence of a fever, a common 
characteristic of the flu. Printouts that pro- 
vide information on how to identify flu-like 
symptoms and differentiate between a cold 
and the flu have been posted in all the resi- 
dence halls and academic buildings. 

If a student chooses to self-isolate herself 
due to flu-like symptoms, she should notify 
her professors of her forthcoming absences. 
In some instances, the Wellness Center has. 
directly contactéd the professors of an ill stu- 
dent to. notify them of the situation. 

"There is no college-wide absence policy. 
Each faculty:member determines his or her 
own policy, as stated in the Faculty 
Handbook,” said Dr, Rosemary Lévy 
Zumwalt, vice president for Academic Affairs 
and dean of the college. “I feel assured that 
the college has put forth procedures for 
addressing the serious concerns about HIN1 
in a timely manner.” 

In addition, documentation for absences 
from the Wellness Center is not necessary 
and has not been provided because students 
are expected to act in accordance with the 


Honor System when reporting sicknesses. 

"Not all students have been great about let- 
ting me know that they won't be in class or 
that they have the flu,” said Dr. Tovah 
Bender, professor of history, “I suspect that 
many who are not in class are absent for rea- 
sons other than flu. Do all of the students | 
who e-mail me about the flu really have flu? | 
don't know.” 

Because students are expected to act in 
accordance with the college's Honor Code 
when reporting flu-like symptoms and illness- 
es to their professors, there has been growing 
concern that perhaps not all students might 
be abiding by the Honor Code. 

"Everyone should be honest, especially 
those who have committed to the Honor 
Code,” said Dr. Charlotte Artese, professor of 
english. “Taking advantage of an epidemic to 
goof off seems like really bad karma to me.” 

When asked to comment on the trend of 
students who use the lax rules surrounding 
the flu absence policy to skip class, Becky 
Sotelo '13 echoed Artese's sentiments, “I 
know it's common for'students to take advan- 
tage of sick days and certain policies, but as 
students of Agnes Scott we live by honor. It's 
hypocritical and unfair to both students and 
professors.” 

In the cases where students are truly absent 
from class because of the flu, ongoing com- 
munication with professors is helpful to pre- 
vent falling behind in class. 

"| think my students have made a good 
effort to keep up. Of course, they're usually 
overwhelmed’ when they recover and have to 


catch up with all their classes still usually feel- 


ing a little weak,” said Artese.

Moore presents critical view of 
capitalism in new film

The name Michael Moore is controversial enough to spark 
debates. It is not surprising that his newest documentary, 
Capitalism: A Love Story, does the same. This movie focuses 
and what Moore believes to be the evils of capitalism. He 
presents this system as one that benefits the wealthy and 
oppresses the poor. The United States is built on capitalism, 
50 this documentary makes a particularly bold statement 

The film's message is backed up with real-life examples of 
how the lower class suffers under capitalism while the upper 
class becomes wealthier. These stories are told through the 
characteristic style of Michael Moore films: comedy mixed 
with bitterness, Scenes from old black and white movies are 
mixed with contemporary film to add humor and clarity to a 
system presented as evil. Moore shows his usual interviews 
with subjects living in poverty, subjects from government, and 
subjects living in wealth, 

Without giving away the movie, a few examples of impover- 
ished subjects include the stories of families being kicked out 
of their homes due to foreclosure. One family is shown being 
paid $1,000 to burn most of their possessions because they 
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are desperate for money, have nowhere to go, and have 
nowhere to keep everything they own. Another family is 
shown staging a protest after being thrown out of their home. 
Police are called and it becomes a huge scene 

Moore details how big companies benefit from life insurance 
policies taken out on employees, if an employee unexpectedly 
dies, the company makes money from the insurance. In other 
words, large companies actually hope for employees to sud- 
denly die because it means that they will make a large profit. 

The recent bailout of the big banks is also addressed. Moore 
explains how the American public paid taxes for the banks! 
bail, and then never had that money returned. The message is 
that the banks robbed Americans. Moore asks government 
officials where the money went, and no one is willing or able 
to answer him. 

This documentary sends a powerful message about where 
America stands in regards to what Moore views as the failing 
system of capitalism. Moore suggests that capitalism needs to 
be replaced by a true democracy in which greedy government 
officials can be voted out of office. While one might need to 
view the movie a couple of times to absorb everything, it is 
worth seeing if only to get an interesting perspective on capi- 
talism.

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Speakers define “intimate partner abuse”

On the evening of 
Wednesday, Nov. 11, people 
gathered at Agnes Scott 
College's Teasley Lecture 
Hall for SAFE Women's 
event "Stop in the Name of 
Love, Kindness & Respect” 
supported by Witkaze, the 
Collective and Affinity. 

The event's panel consisted 
of two Agnes Scott students, 
Carolyn Simpkins '10 and 
Shenaika Davis '12, Spanish 
professor and department 
chair Rafael Ocasio, and two 
guest speakers, Kate Binkow, 
a recent Agnes Scott gradu- 
ate who now works as a 
Victim/Witness Advocate in 
the DeKalb County Office 
of the Solicitor-General, and 
Kim Frndak, a community 
Sm educator from the Decatur 
==) Women's Resource Center 

Dru Clark '10 started the 
event's discussion on intimate partner abuse by explaining why the event used the 
phrase “intimate partner abuse” instead of "domestic violence.” While “domestic vio- 
lence” stereotypically refers to heterosexual married couples, with the man victimiz- 
ing the woman, “intimate partner abuse” is relatively more inclusive. It ranges from 
heterosexual married couples to married and unmarried couples of all sexualities and 
gender orientations 

Clark then presented the audience with a series of questions on the big screen, and 
the audience used wireless “i-clickers” to record their responses. Once the responses 
were collected, Clark pulled up a graph categorizing the responses 

The questions listed took the form of either multiple choices such as “Which best 
defines intimate partner abuse?” or true or false statements that read “I can think of 
at east one person who has been affected by intimate partner abuse.” The response 
graph showed that 92% of the audience had affirmative answers to the latter ques- 
tion, which gave an idea of how widespread intimate partner abuse is. 

The panelists shared their own thoughts regarding the issues raised in those ques- 
tions. Frndak addressed alcoholism affecting violent partners and said that a lot of 
male abusers had confessed to be alcoholics, and that she responded by telling those 
men they had two problems-alcoholism and violence-that intersect 

Frndak also pointed out why it had been so difficult for female victims to leave 
their partners. “The parts of that man that they fell in love with are still there some- 
where,” Frndak said 

Simpkins informed the audience of partner abuse issues in homosexual and trans- 
gender relationships. One form of abuse in homosexual relationships is for a partner 
to threaten to “out” his or her partner's sexuality, 

She also explained how a lot of partner violence against transgender victims was 
excused when the victim hid his or her gender orientation. For instance, if a girl is 


dating a boy, and she finds out that he has the anatomy of a girl, she might beat him 
up and say that she is justified in doing so. “I've been fooled. He didn’t tell me,-so | 
deserve to be violent,” Simpkins said, as an example of the excuse used by such an 
abuser. , 

The panelists also discussed “victim-blaming,” which says that intimate partner 
abuse is the fault of the victim, not the perpetrator. For example, the mother of a 
male perpetrator might blame the victim because the mother cannot (and does not 
want to) believe that her son is abusive and at fault. 

Clark went on to ask the panelists what they thought were essential components 
to a healthy relationship, and their answers included respect, communication, and 
trust between part- 
ners. 

"This was a great 
way to enlighten 
the Agnes Scott 
College community 
on the awareness of 
domestic violence,” 
Davis, one of the 
student panelists, 
said at the end of 
the event. "Often 
times the issue of 
domestic violence is 
pushed aside, but 
tonight it made 
more people aware, 
and hopefully there 
will be more 
involvement in the 
fight against domestic vio- 
lence.” ' 

Andrea Goodman '10. 
also gave positive feed- 
back on the event, “I 
really liked the interac- 
tive component. It was 
a great way to be real- 
ly engaged in the 
event.” 

When asked what 
she would do if she 
had a friend who was a 
victim of intimate part- 
ner abuse, Goodman 
said, “If | had a friend 
who was being victim- 
ized, | would talk to 
him or her, and based 
on the information | 
learned from this 
event, | would suggest 
that he or she seek 
help.”

Main, Rebekah and Inman by early as next Monday 
due to failure to collect significant uncontaminated compostable materials in the 
residence halls. Contaminated composting bags still end up being taken to the 


landfill. 


Composting will continue in the first-year dorms, as 
well as the theme houses and Hopkins if their numbers 
continue to improve. The goal is for the Zero Waste 
Campaign to continue to spread awareness and educa- 
tion to the ASC community and that composting will be 
reinstated in Main, Rebekah and Inman next fall. 

"We can no longer afford to be spending additional 
money on a program designed to reduce the amount of 
waste send to the landfill, when we are sending large 
numbers of contaminated composting bags in the resi- 
dence halls to the landfill.,” said Lies van Bekkum 
Sustainability Fellow, “the campus community needs to 
be aware of the issues we are having. We know that it 
will take time for this program to be successful. Single 
Stream Recycling took time and now we are seeing bet- 
ter numbers each month!” 

Van Bekkum says that the trouble with composing is 
that there are still members of the student body con- 
fused about the basics of composting. Not all is lost however, Greenco reports that 
so far Agnes Scott has diverted more than 24,000 pounds of food from landfills.

Feeley speaks at Agnes Scott College

A small crowd gathered in Alston's Fireplace Lounge to hear Dianne Feeley speak 
on Tuesday, October 20th. Feeley is a renowned union advocate and social activist 
unsurprisingly, the Detroit-based woman focused her talk on obsolete and deserted 
auto plants, saying that those plants could and should be modified to produce vehi- 
cles of mass transit or green energy 

Feeley started her speech pointing out that right now most of the auto industry is 
“overproducing’ and therefore it is little surprise that it is in such a dire state. She 
cited the particularly depressing image of a “deserted Packard plant,” once bustling 
with life and workers, now abandoned and forsaken. However, she quickly moved in 
a more upbeat direction, saying that if the heads of auto companies could realize 
that “manufacturing is as important as sustainability,” then the business could be 
changed for the better. In other words, if the industry started to favor quality over 
quantity, then it could potentially regain its lost fortune 

Feeley applied many of the same criticisms to the United States government as 
well, Just as she lambasted various auto industry executives for not looking into the 
future, she said the same of Congress and the president, pointing out that the 
bailout money should not have gone towards keeping the auto plants up and run- 


ning, but rather towards repurposing them altogether. She specifically derided the 
amount of money the government spends on the military versus the amount spent 
on public transport and other methods of green transportation, unsurprisingly, the 
former dwarfs the latter 

After speaking briefly, Feeley then lead a group discussion amongst those attend- 
ing. Although the phrasing of the questions varied wildly, the majority boiled down 
to one basic point: how do we go about dragging the car industry into the future? 
It's all very well to say that we—meaning the common people and, more specifically, 
auto worker unions—kaow how to fix their problems, but how can we convince the 
heads of General Motors? 

In answering, Feeley was again surprisingly pessimistic. She pointed out that one 
has only to look at the history of manufacturer-union relations to realize that while 
the unions have power, they do not have nearly enough of it to force GM execu- 
tives to completely change the aims of their company. Further referencing history, 
she said that it is typically only after a recession that unions experience an upsurge 
in power, during the recession itself they typically exert no more force than usual 
Feeley seemed to think that the unions had little chance of accomplishing anything 
now, meaning that the auto industry could easily spend a few more years trapped in 
redundant limbo

Healthcare Update: student insurance will not be affected

On November 7, the U.S. House of Representatives approved their bill on healthcare reform with a 
220 to 215 vote, 

Despite the controversy surrounding the House's November 7th approval of. their healthcare reform 
bill, Agnes Scott College students who use the school-sponsored insurance need not worry about major 
changes in their policy. : 

Because ASC students are already required to participate in the student health insurance plan, the 
controversial aspects of the bill--such as whether or not there is a public option--will have little effect 
on currently enrolled student. 

The situation students face after graduation, however, is quite a different story. Without school insur- 
ance or coverage from their parents, recent grads often face the world of insurance on their own for the 
first time. This is made even more difficult because recent grads are often either in the process of look- 
ing for a job or at an entry level position, and therefore do not have access to employer based health 
care. 

Another factor keeping recent grads uninsured is a youthful confidence in their health. According to a 
study by the Urban Institute in 2008, 70 percent of adults aged 27 to 64 strongly believe health insur- 
ance is necessary; 48 percent of those aged between 19 and 2@do. In reality, young adults are indeed 
the most uninsured age bracket. According to the U.S. Census Bureau, 28.6% of people 18-24 and 


26.5% of people 24-34 were uninsured in 2008. w 


Under the House's bill, however, recent grads will not be able to opt out of health insurance because 
a fine of 2.5 percent of adjusted gross income would be imposed on uninsured people < 
However, just because many recent grads opt out of health insurance does not mean this betting of 


money on the "it will never happen to me" attitude is a wise option. 
The bill narrowly passed with a 220 to 215 vote. The reform process now moves to the senate.

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Educationd! opportunities for Scotties abound through ARCHE

The Atlanta Regional Council for Higher Education, more commonly known as 
ARCHE, is comprised of twenty public and private institutions within the region, 
including Agnes Scott College. Through this program, Scottie students are allowed 
the opportunity to expand their horizons beyond the limited number of courses 
available at a small 881 student liberal arts college. 

Kiegan Montgomery '12 has taken advantage of the vast academic possibilities 
available through cross-registration. Looking to take a new language, Montgomery 
perused the offerings presented at ARCHE institutions and decided to take Russian 
101 at nearby Emory University."I wanted to take a language outside of those offered 
at Agnes to fulfill the language requirement,” said Montgomery. “Russian sounded 
interesting, and | have always been interested in Russian history.” 

Although Agnes Scott students may register at places such as the Atlanta campus of 
Savannah College of Art and Design and Clayton College and State University, the 
most common ARCHE institutions at which they enroll include Georgia State 
University, Emory University, and the Georgia Institute of Technology. 

Sixteen students, according to Tanzania Nevels, the Cross Registration Coordinator 
at Agnes Scott, are currently registered in cross registration courses at four different 
member institutions. In the previous 2008-2009 school year, 66 students applied for 
courses through the ARCHE program, 

While one may be overwhelmed with the thought of applying to a whole new col- 
lege or university, the cross-registration process proved not to be too difficult for 
Scottie students. Cross registration is allowed for courses not offered at Agnes Scott 


during the specified term. Prerequisites to the institution to which you are applying ~ 


and for Agnes Scott must also be satisfied. 

Courses available through ARCHE may be viewed by going to their website, 
www.arche.org, to access the other member institutions websites and look at their 
class offerings. 

"The ARCHE registration process was not difficult at all,” said Kelsey Shaul '11, a 
fellow Emory cross-registered student taking Computer Science 170 “Introduction to 
Programming’. You are, though, only registered for the class after all- their students 
have registered. This means that you can only get into classes that don't fill up, and 
you find out really late whether or not you've gotten in.” 

As stated, a Scottie student must also meet certain home institution requirements to 
qualify for cross-registration. These include being enrolled as an Agnes Scott student 
in good standing, completing an application from the Registrar's office, gaining advi- 
sor approval, obtaining immunization records from Health Services, and printing out 
the description of the course from the website of the school for which you are apply- 
ing. Except for ROTC and Marching Band, undergraduate students in their first year 
as Scotties are not eligible for participation in the ARCHE program. 

Scotties students have experienced numerous advantages in expanding their educa- 
tional world beyond the sometimes bubbly one hundred acre campus that is Agnes 
Scott. 


“The benefit of Agnes Scott's involvement in ARCHE is that one can experience 
other campuses while still having the overall Scottie experience,” said Abnia Loriston 
'10, who cross-registers to take Human Physiology also at Emory. “To me, the 
ARCHE program is not about being able to take the courses that Agnes doesn't have, 
but about comparing and appreciating the amazing experience we have been afforded 
as Agnes Scott students.” 

Montgomery reiterated her sentiments in stating that cross registration has allowed 
her to broaden her education beyond the courses available at Agnes Scott and meet 
new and different people besides those Scotties she sees every day. 

Cross-registration, though, has proved to be challenging with regard to one specific 
aspect: commuting. 

"| would cross-register again if there was a class for which my interest in the subject 
outweighed the time lost in commuting,” said Shaul. “I'm spoiled! | like leaving my 
room three minutes before class starts!” 

Some courses that students have requested for the upcoming Spring 2010 semester, 
according to Nevels, include Film and History, Engineering Psychology, Physical 
Chemistry |, Corporate Finance, and Introduction to Engineering Graphics & 
Visualization. :

Queer rights : the view from the conservative right

Just over a year has gone by since Proposition 8 was 
passed in California, banning gay marriage in the state 
and bringing national attention once again to the issue 
in a force never before witnessed in this country. On a 
campus.as liberal and gay-friendly as ours, these issues 
are hard to avoid. For the rare conservative Scottie, the 
dining hall during last year's election season must have 
looked like a minefield. 

Stephanie Scott '11, the president of the Agnes Scott 
College Republicans (ASCR), is a self-described 
“Romney Republican” and admitted that she's been 
someone persecuted for her opinions on campus, but 
that mostly people are respectful. She related that while 
it's difficult being one of the few conservatives here, the 
strong political atmosphere and the overwhelming liber- 
al population have made her even more political.

She went on to describe her belief in “the sanctity 
of marriage” between a man and a woman and that her 
beliefs are rooted in her religious upbringing,

and considers herself a social Republican, most strongly 
concerned with the issues of gay marriage and abortion, 
quickly followed by health care. Bowen also roots her

‘If you don't support my rights,” said Simpkins, “you 
don't respect me.” He added that it's important to get 
people to “not just tolerate LGBT folks but celebrate 
our identity.” = 

The Republican Party is currently in a visibly chaotic 
state, with prominent supporters such as Colin Powell 
urging its leaders to redefine itself and get more in 
touch with racial and sexual minorities. With its strong 
standing with the Religious Right, it seems like a con- 
servative party that is friendly toward LGBT rights is a 
long way off. 

Nelson is of undefined political affiliation, but said, 
“There are definitely queer people who are 
Republicans, but most of them are economic conserva- 
tives. . 

Scott said that she believed she was one of the few 
members of ASCR who doesn't support gay rights, and 
that many members are more socially liberal than most 
would believe. 

Bowen echoed Scott's sentiments. “On this campus,” 
she said, “people tend to be a little more liberal even if 
they are conservative.”

My mission: buy ingredients and 
cook a substantial vegan and vege- 
tarian replacement for a 
Thanksgiving meal. 

Many obstacles were evident to 
me when | received my assign- 
ment.

An obvious solution came to 
mind at first.

I went to Kroger with my shop- 
ping list in my eager little fingers 
and the lovely faces of meat-wary 
Agnes Scott students appearing in my head. 

My first objective was to find-the perfect squash. For those 
of you who are not accustomed to vegetables, squash is a 
delicious meal even for the most carnivorous of us. They are 
soft, sweet, spicy, savory and come in all sorts of fun shapes. 
The butternut squash is particularly humorous and resem- 
bles one very distinct part of the male anatomy. | decidedly 
did not cook anything of the butternut variety. No, my 
bounty lay in the illustrious Acorn squash. 

Acorn squash are squat, green and could very well have 
come from the world of Willy Wonka. They really do look 
like acorns, but tasty acorns. With two of these in tow, | 


gathered the ingredients for what would become two dishes: 


fried garlic and acorn squash and savory acorn squash with, 
you guessed it, that quintessential vegetarian holiday treat: 
Tofurkey. 

Finding Tofurkey was just about as easy as finding a can.of 
cranberry sauce on Thursday afternoon of Thanksgiving. 
However, | would not be discouraged. | had to cook for the 
sake of my Scotties. First, | went to the Big Kroger. When | 
asked an attendant where | might find Tofurkey in their 
humongous store | was looked at with quite a bit of skepti- 
cism. 

“Toe Turkey?” the manager asked, mystified. After thor- 
ough translation | was informed that they could not fulfill 


my desires. Immovable, | moved down 
1 to the next rung on the grocery store 
hierarchy: Publix, which now holds a 
special place in my heart. After having 
to re-explain what Tofurkey was 
(questions of consistency and origin 
may or may not have been raised), | 
was told | could find it in the produce 
section, of all places. I suppose that it 
is in fact a vegetable, but it was weird 
nonetheless. 

I will admit that Publix did not have 
| exactly what | wanted. In the past, | 
have been told tales, wild dreams, of a 
mythical gelatinous mass of turkey fla- 
vored tofu in the shape of an actual 
turkey. Instead, | had to settle for deli- 
sliced Tofurkey, which is probably all 
the same and definitely less costly 
than a huge turkey. 

After my arduous quest | set out to 
make my meal for my willing taste- 
testers, to whom | would like to now 
express an official thank you, | am not 
a culinary genius, a fact I'm sure you 
are well aware of now. You ladies are 
valiant and brave young women. 

I digress —! cooked my first batch, 
the garlic squash, with moderate suc- 
cess. It is really not that hard, but | 
did manage to muck it up 

If you do want to make this for yourself or your friends, all 
you have to do is chop up two cloves of garlic and sauté 
them until slightly brown. and wonderfully aromatic. Then, 
add quarter-sized chunks of acorn squash, salt and pepper to 
taste. The skin should peel away with ease, Mine, however, 
did not. | would like to think they just didn't want to be 
naked and held onto their green skin for modesty’s sake. 

The next dish was just as straightforward as the last, 
except instead of fresh garlic the recipe called for garlic 
powder, green onions and nutmeg. Chop. Combine. 
Brown, then add the Tofurkey. Now, | had never encoun- 
tered Tofurkey in-my life before this. It kind of resembles 
the Salisbury steak served in Evans, but is not quite as easy 
on the nose. After cutting — though | do not know | would 
say the Tofurkey cut so much as squished and broke — | 
added the meat substitute to my medley and let the flavors 
meld to create, what | think, was completely edible and 
nearly enjoyable. 

My advice to anyone wanting to go sans-turkey this year: 
do it, it's fun, but call ahead to see if they have Tofurkey at 
your grocery store of choice, and bringing a picture of the 
package is encouraged.

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Scottie writers race to finish novels in thirty days

November Ist marked the beginning of National Novel Writing Month, more com- 
monly known as NaNoWriMo (pronounced nan-oh-rye-moe). Thousands of people 
around the world challenge themselves to write a novel of 50,000 words in one 


month, putting the first word on 
the page midnight October 31st 
and reaching their goal by mid- 
night November 30th. All who 
make an attempt to accomplish 
this daunting feat are deemed 
winners; the “official” winners, 
however, receive a ‘Winner’ web 
badge, a printable certificate, 
their name uploaded to NaNo's 
winner's page, and, as Agnes 
Scott's own Tally Deushane '12 
puts it, “bragging rights.” 

As Scotties, burdened with the 
weight of academic ambition, 
one may wonder why this event 
has recently become popular on 
our campus. What student at 
Agnes has enough time to jug- 
gle all their research papers, let 
alone a novel contest that does 
not offer a cash prize? 
Deushane, a three year NaNo 
participant, asks “Why not?” 

Deushane stressed that NaNo 
is not about the quality of the 
work you put out, but about the 
quantity. "Of course what I'm 
writing isn't always good-a lot 
of it's bad. But it's about getting 
out a first draft of the novel.”

to write with the participants. Jackson, a self proclaimed “cheater,” revealed that she 
did not start her novel on November Ist, as the NaNoWriMo rules stipulate, but is

She recommends that anyone planning to become a writer try NaNoWriMo: "You can 
say you're going to write a novel all you want, but will you? The NaNo competition 


offers a deadline and forces you into drafting a novel.” As for writing within the time 
constraints, Deushane is adamant in her belief that everyone has an hour a day to 
write 1,667 words-the amount of words that must be written each day of the month 
to reach 50,000 by midnight on November 30th. The emphasis on the length of the 
work, not the content makes getting these 1,667 words out in a short amount of time 
possible: “This Kamikaze approach [to writing],” the NaNo website states, "forces you 
to lower your expectations, take risks, and write on the fly.” 

This year the Center for Writing and Speaking has been the fuel behind the 
NaNoWriMo craze. They have worked to schedule weekly write-ins on campus and

Peter Schneider to speak at Agnes Scott

In the wake of the 
20th anniversary of 
the fall of the Berlin 
Wall, German writer 
Peter Schneider will 
be visiting the 
Agnes Scott campus 
to present a lecture 
entitled “Are the 
Germans Happy?” 
During the 1960s, 
Schneider was a 
prominent organizer 
and spokespersons 
for the German stu- 
dent movement 
which was formed in 
reaction to the 
authoritarian 
German govern- 
ment. 

Dr. Gundolf 
Gram, assistant pro- 
fessor of German and director of German studies, recalls 
his sentiments about the German student movement: “It 
began with groups of students protesting against the sti- 
fling German government, and they were in part influ- 
enced by students in America protesting the Vietnam 
War. The movement was a way for the students to state 
that they wanted to live differently,” he said 
“Universities at the time were very hierarchical. They 
were also not very welcoming of women. The profes-

sors were considered almost god-like and students could 
not challenge what they said.” 

One of Schneider's earlier novels, ‘The Wall Jumper: 
A Berlin Story’, accounts life in Berlin before the fall of 
the wall and how the wall shaped people's broad view 
of the German Democratic Republic. 

“| was born in Austria and when the Berlin Wall fell in 
1989, | was finishing-high school,” said Graml. “I was 
old enough to understand what was happening and 
watched the events after the fall of the wall with fasci- 
nation. The Cold War was the defining event during 
this time for many people.” 

An issue that Schneider discusses in his recent works is 
the tensions that exist in réunified Germany, both eco- 
nomic and political in addition to the fact that some 
East Germans want the Berlin Wall back. 

“They [East Germans] say in argument that before the 
wall fell, life was not just about money. When the wall 
was up, people felt good or imprisoned,” said Graml. 
“Nowadays there is no doubt that democracy is work- 
ing, as Germany is doing relatively well despite the 
ongoing recession. | think Mr. Schneider will be dis- 
cussing positives like these for Germany as a whole, 
then also addressing the sentiments of its people 
because for some, it is difficult to speak with nostalgia 
about Germany's past.” 

When asked to comment on the state of Germany 20 
years after the fall of the Berlin wall, Julia St. Goar '10 
agreed that there are two sides to the story, “My 
impression is that the issues surrounding the fall of the 
Berlin Wall are still more complicated than many people 
think, and | think the reunification of Germany has 
caused many financial troubles especially for West 
Germany. So ! would be very interested to hear what 
Mr. Schneider has to say about this complex topic.” 


Now established as a writer, essayist, and journalist, 
Schneider's works often involve members of society in 
post-war Germany. He has also held positions such as 
visiting professor or writer in residence at universities in 
the United States. 

“Some suggest today that from his days as a writer dur- 
ing the German student movement, his writings turned 
from radicalism to a more nuanced view,” said Graml 

“Because he has worked and lived in the United States 
as well, | think that he [Schneider] has a unique under- 
standing of both American culture and German culture 
| hope that through his lecture here, students become 
more aware of Germany 
today.” 

Julianna Jones '10 agreed 
that Schneider's upcoming 
lecture would update stu- 
dents’ knowledge of 
Germany's social and polliti- 
cal history since the fall of 
the wall, “In all of the histo- 
ry classes I've ever taken it's 
almost like Germany does- 
n't exist after 1989 - at the 
point the wall fell was when 
we stopped talking about it. 
That's why I'm looking for- 
ward to Mr. Schneider's lec- 
ture - so | can Jearn more 
about Germany today.” 

Schneider will be speaking at 
7:30pm on November 23, 

2009 in the Teasley Lecture Hall, located on the ground 
floor of Bullock Science Center.

As a liberal arts college, one would think that Agnes Scott would cater to, well, the 
arts. However, student involvement in “the arts” is mostly limited to the Theatre, 
Music and Art departments as these are the ones most often legitimized and promot- 
ed by the college. Luckily, the ladies of Agnes Scott's student photography club, 
Camera Obscura, are working to fix that discrepancy 

Many may remember the silent auctions of yesteryear--photos by participants put 
up along the wall by the balcony on the first floor, maybe as you went to get your 
mail. While this semester's auction has been moved to the relative obscurity of the 
ground floor to accommodate for Professor Chris Depree's solar system project 
plaque, “Pluto”, the club and the photographs are just as vibrant 

"It's cool, it's a cool project, | just wish it wasn't on that wall.” said Taylor Prescott 
'12, a member of Camera Obscura. “We're all disappointed that we have lost our big 
wall on the first floor. We have noticed fewer bids since we moved to the ground 
floor.” 

A change to previous auctions that is definitely more favorable is the inclusion of a 
guest artist, Neil Dent, professional photographer and neighbor of Professor Depree. 
Dent is both participating in the auction and judging at the final reception, in addi- 
tion to teaching the much-anticipated photography class in the spring. 

“Agnes offers one [photography] class every other year over the summer, but a lot 
of people can't afford it. Only one or two people would sign up for it, at which 
point they would cancel the class due to lack of participation. And the biggest prob- 
lem with that is that we couldn't use the Dana darkroom without taking an official 


photography class. It's a catch-22. You have to take the class to use the darkroom, 
but no one could take the class,” said Prescott. 

Dent could bring a lot of energy to this new project, being a professional photog- 

rapher who worked on the 1996 Olympics. 

The class will consist of an understanding of rudimentary darkroom skills, which 
Prescott thinks will help with digital photography as well. 

"A lot of the chemistry of the darkroom and tricks that people have been using to 
improve on their photos through the years have influenced commands in 
Photoshop. Having a solid background in darkroom work will help you as a digital 
photographer as well,” she said. 

Students enrolled in the class next semester will be developing a portfolio of mat- 
ted photos of Chris Depree's solar system project along with their darkroom knowl- 
edge. 

However, before Dent can starts enriching our budding photographers, he will be 
helping out with Camera Obscura and their silent photo auction. 

In each auction, Camera Obscura tries to partner with a charity. This year the 
charity is the on-campus organization Best Buddies. Best Buddies offers companion- 
ship to the mentally handicapped through student volunteers. A portion of the pro- 
ceeds from each auctioned photo will go towards Best Buddies, 

Prescott is excited about the event and what it could do for the club and those 
involved. “Hopefully it will be an opportunity for artists in our community fo make 
money, for Best Buddies to receive funds and everyone to have a good night.”

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Proposed changes to constitution are unconstitutional

The Student Senate held a four hour meeting on Tues. Nov. 17 to 
discuss changes to Agnes Scott College's constitution as submitted 
by the constitutional review committee. The proposed changes 
ranged from separating longer clauses to make them clearer, to 
adding responsibilities already being practiced by Student 
Government Association organizations, to radically changing cur- 
rent operations. 

Excepting Judicial Board, Honor Court, SGA Elections and 
Student Senate itself, no other organizations affected by the pro- 
posed changes were contacted. The organizations are all represent- 
ed on the SGA executive board: Programming Board, Orientation 
Council, Committee of Student Multicultural Organizations 
(COSMO), Inter-organizational Council (LOC). 

The proposed changes would have affected or will affect current 
power structures, day-to-day operations of organizations and the 
manner in which members are selected. For example, it was sug- 
gested that Programming Board members be chosen in general body 
elections. This became an issue because it is intimidating for stu- 
dents to run in elections. While the measure was intended to be 
inclusive, it did not take into account that Programming Board wel- 
comes almost all applicants, and that having to run in a general 

_election would deter a lot of students from joining. The measure 
Was not passed, 

In the wake of proposed amendments regarding Orientation 
Council, former OC President Lauren Slipek '11 and Michelle Hall, 
associate dean of students and associate vice president for student 
life and community relations, decided to pull Orientation Council 
from the auspices of SGA Executive Board after Senate had pro- 
posed to only have OC represented from April to Sept. on SGA. 

"l don't feel it's relevant or necessary for Senate to propose 
changes to Orientation Council. We choose our members based on 
the skills they have,” Slipek said. “We're not funded by student 
activities fund.” 

Neither Slipek nor Hall were contacted regarding changes to OC, 
‘making it seem as though Student Senate was basing decisions on 
personal preferences rather than on what was important to each 
organization. What does it say when an organization is so opposed 
to changes that they pull out of the over-arching governing body in 
order to continue to function? 

"If somebody wants to change something about OC !'d appreciate 
it if they talked to us first or at least contact the president,” Hall 
said. She sent Senate an email regarding the amendment proposals 
as they pertained to OC. No one responded to her email. 

According to the constitution, student senators are expected “To 
consult with and make proposals to college committees as well as 
the administration and faculty in matters concerning students.” 
(Article IV, section 1) 

"Not one person involved in this has spoken to the deans to my 
knowledge, or to people in student life who would be helpful. The 
organization | serve as advisor to wasn't contacted,” Hall said. “It 
concerns me greatly. | would like for this to be done in a more 


planned and helpful way.” 

Following a logical line of thought, it would appear that Student 
Senate has committed an unconstitutional act by proposing amend- 
ments to be voted on during general elections without having first 
consulted college committees, administration and faculty. 

Every year, Senate has the option of proposing changes to the 
constitution through the Constitutional Review Committee. They 
then vote on the proposed changes, and then those are presented to 
the student body during general elections. 

In the constitution, there is very little protocol regarding the 
amendment process. There are rules about who is on the committee 


. (five senators, and one representative from Honor Court and 


Judicial Board each). It goes on to say that the Constitutional 
Review Committee is: To be responsible for handling the amend- 
ment process.” (Article IV, section I) 

Nowhere does it say that all organizations under the SGA 
Executive Board should be represented:on the Constitutional 
Review Committee, yet the committee is allowed to propose 
amendments without consulting the organizations they affect. 

Unfortunately, there is a bit of a representation problem here. 

The constitution also says “it shall be the primary function of 
Student Senators to express the views and concerns of the student 
body.” (Article I'V, section 1) 

Student Senate has an obligation to represent the student body- 
that is the essence of its function on campus. Even if the constitu- 
tion does not make it explicit, the Constitutional Review 
Committee should have found some way to represent or receive 
feedback from those organizations affected by the proposed amend- 
ments. If the Student Senate really wanted to represent the student 
body as it claims to do, then all organizations would have been con- 
tacted. 

Senators cannot be experts on everything, nor should they have to 
be. If COSMO had been contacted, it would have informed Senate 
that it did not want its name to COSIO (Committee of Student 
Intercultural Organizations), especially without first being asked. 

“| think the basic part of being good leader and effecting change is 
to bring all parties to the table,” Hall said. 

The way the amendment process is supposed to work, according 
to the constitution, is that students send proposals to the 
Constitutional Review Committee and then bring them before the 
Senate, not the other way around. 

As apparent by the lack of consideration towards SGA member 
organizations, it is unclear whether the Constitutional Review 
Committee proposed amendments to improve student life and func- 
tionality of organizations, or simply to make changes for the sake of 
making changes. 

I encourage all students to read the constitution as it currently 
stands, and to engage your senators and other campus leaders in 
dialogue about any proposed changes and their implications.

"While we may have come out with some first game jitters, as expected with ten of thirteen play- 
ers being sophomores or first years, | think we played hard for 40 minutes,” said Agnes Scott Head 
Basketball Coach Tony Ciccone. “Even being down more than twenty points, we never gave up and 
were able to cut the lead to seven. That is a great quality to have in a team.” 

The 2009-2010 Agnes Scott basketball team will be captained by senior Am'asa Baldwin '10 and 
Reeves. The Scotties will be looking to improve upon last year's 8-4 second place finish in the 
GSAC. 

“Our main team goals for the season are definitely to win conference and to continue to attack 
each day expecting to get better,” said Reeves. “We focus on each day as it comes, so to say we'd 
like to defeat Maryville College, the 2008 Great South Champions, would be entirely correct, but 
we always focus on the upcoming opponent. Ultimately, whoever we are playing next is who we'd 
like to defeat." 

For her noteworthy efforts against Salem, Reeves was named the first GSAC women's basketball 
Player of the Week for the '09-'10 season, Her 32 points came off of 11-of-17 shooting from the 
floor and 10-of-11 from the free throw line. Reeves also recorded one blocked shot and an assist in 
her 34 minutes of playing time. 

"Kimberly's performance was outstanding,” said Ciccone. “Her points came to her as the result of 
hard work and tremendous effort. | am amazed that she played at such a pace throughout the entire 
game.” 

The Scotties continued their 2009-2010 campaign this past weekend (post deadline) in competi- 
tion at the Emory Tip-Off Tournament. Agnes Scott faced Covenant College in their first game on 
Friday and, depending on the outcome, either Emory University or Millsaps College on Saturday 

The basketball team will look to open their season at home with a victory over the’ University of 


the South tomorrow, Tuesday Nov. 24. Tip-off will be at 6:00 pm at Agnes Scott's own Woodruff

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Inman Hall flood displaces students

Students living in Inman Hall were surprised when a 
fire alarm went off in their building late during the 
night of Monday, Jan. 11, After a series of evacuations 
that led on into the morning of the 12th, students were 
informed that due to severe weather in the Metro area, 
a cracked water pipe flooded Inman Hall's basement. 

Dean Lee assured students the next morning via email 
that there was no damage to the living areas in Inman, 
but that an electrical closet in the now-flooded base- 
ment jeopardized the safe return of any students. 
Displaced Inman residents were offered accommoda- 
tions through the Holiday Inn in Downtown Decatur; 
a shuttle was set up to run between the Holiday Inn 
and the South Candler parking lot in order to get stu- 
dents safely back and forth for classes and meals. 

Instead of relocating to the Holiday Inn, many. stu- 
dents opted to stay with friends closer to campus.-"I 
stayed with friends in the Avery Glen apartments. 
Honestly, the flood had kind of a neutral affect on my 
first week. | really enjoyed where | was staying, but at 
the same time it was hard not being able to get enough 
sleep on the first day of class, and not having full 
access to all of my books, school supplies, and other 
things,” said Irene Rivera '12. 

After facilities stopped the leak, they were able to 
allow students back in for brief periods to retrieve per- 
sonal belongings and items needed for the school 
week, This wasn't early enough for some students. “l 
think the first twelve hours of the flooding may have 
created issues for students with disabilities and/or stu- 
dents who take medications. | heard several students 
talking about how they needed to get their medica- 
tions from their rooms, but we weren't allowed back 
into Inman until the following morning,” said Rivera. 

Even though the students were inconvenienced, most 
of them made the best of the situation. “Il did have my 
keys, my phone, and an outfit that was okay to wear to 
the first day of class, so | did not have to worry as’ 


much as others who were in their PJ's,” 
said Haviland Forrister '12. Inman residents 
weren't the only ones affected by the 
flooding; residents in Main and Rebekah 
lost hot water for the duration of the pipe 
repair, and students living in Hopkins Hall 
lost heat. Residence Life stepped in and 
gave students across the campus key card 
access to Winship Hall in order to take hot 
showers. 

Trying not to leave anyone in the dark, 
President Kiss and Dean Lee kept the 
entire campus updated through daily 
emails, and commended Inman residents 
on their positive attitude and versatility in 
this tough time. “I also credit and com- 
mend our students. Despite the inconven- 
ience of being moved out of their building, 

_ students displayed an attitude of patience 
and optimism,” said Donna Lee, Dean of 
Students.Interdepartmental communication 
and effective planning sped the repair 
process along and allowed for quick return 
of students. "Residence Life co-operated 
with Facilities from the beginning of the 
emergency up to the point.where the stu- 
dents were allowed to return. They did 
their part effectively and handled all com- 
munications to and from the students,” said 
Tim Blankenship, Director of Facilities. 

Despite the poor timing and the effort 
required getting the students back into 
their rooms quickly, facilities and residence 
life were able to have the students moved 
back in by Thursday, Jan. 14. “I still appre- 
ciate how quickly residence life and facili- 
ties worked to resolve the situation. | 
understand that the pipe bursting was 
unexpected and happened during a really 
inconvenient time,” said Rivera ‘12.

Trailblazers share stories with campus community

In celebration of Dr, Martin Luther King, Jr.’s birth- 
day, Agnes Scott held a series of events honoring those 
who have made their marks in the campus community 
and in other people's lives. The events commenced on 
Wednesday, Jan. 13, with the MLK Convocation and 
continued on Thursday with a forum titled “The First in 
my Family” where Agnes Scott staff members shared 
their personal journeys. 

The MLK Convocation's guest speaker was Agnes 
Scott's first black graduate, Edna Lowe Swift. In her 
speech, Swift highlighted her four years at Agnes Scott 
while integrating historical events from a larger back- 
ground to give the audience a sense of life during her 
time. 

Swift credited her mother's encouragement and her 
own desire to do something different for the decision to 
attend Agnes Scott. She had applied to other Atlanta 
University Center colleges like Morris Brown College, 
Spelman College, and Clark University. But Agnes Scott 
gave her the most financial assistance so she enrolled as 
a day student at Agnes Scott. 

“l knew it wouldn't be easy, but | had to take it day by 
day,” said Swift. 

She also acknowledged how friendly the Agnes Scott 
Community was towards her as a student. 

"| truly enjoyed being a student at Agnes Scott and | 
appreciated the opportunity available to me,” said Swift 
of her experience. 

Her speech struck a chord with the students in atten- 
dance, especially those of color. 

“She shows just how welcoming Agnes Scott was then 
and how it continues to be today,” said Morgan Lewis 
"13: 


Swift graduated from Agnes Scott in 1971 and went 
on to teach Spanish in high school for 28 years, A 
grandmother of two, she is now retired but still substi- 
tutes periodically, and manages property to work and 
clean up impoverished neighborhoods. 

She said that the happiest day of her life was graduat- 
ing from college: 

"It was a victory for decency, diversity and tolerance,” 
said Swift. 

Swift was not the only trailblazer whom shared her 
story. Marisela Martinez, Director of Intercultural 


Affairs, Dr. Violet Johnson, professor of history, and Dr. 


Yvonne Newsome, associate professor of sociology, 
hosted a discussion group together to share their jour- 
neys of being the first in their families to attend and 
graduate from college. 

Martinez grew up in a low income family with her 
parents and siblings in Battle Creek, MI. She explained 
«hat her parents had little education, so they always 
wanted her to go to school. 

"| remembered when they couldn't help me anymore," 
said Martinez. “You realize you're on your own, but 
they would always tell me '! Sigue Adelante |! (i.e. push 
ahead)" 

Martinez pushed on and attended the University of 
Michigan and then Loyola University in Chicago. She 
explained that while receiving her education, she faced 
discrimination based on race, but more so based on 
class. After graduating she went.into higher education, 
but she admitted that she still has to adjust to those 
around her because of her background. 

“I'm in an upper-class environment, but | have a blue- 
collar heart,” said Martinez. 

Newsome was also the first in her family to go to col- 
lege. She came from Memphis, TN and was the second 
oldest of six children. Education was.not discussed 


much in her home, but “that didn't mean they [her par- 
ents] didn't expect us to go [to college].” 

Newsome attended Memphis State University, which 
is now the University of Memphis. After graduating she 
worked for the IRS for five years as a data transcriber, 
and then went to Northwestern University where she 
experienced extreme classism. 

"| was shocked by the assumptions made about work- 
ing class people,” said Newsome. 

She explained that there was a great divide between 
social and economic classes and that many of her col- 
leagues at Northwestern University had negative 
assumptions about the ability of students like her that 
came from working class families. She even recalled a 
professor telling her that she would not be able to take 
certain courses based on her background. However, 
Newsome used the negativity to boost her energy and 
continue to pursue a higher education. 

Johnson, on the other hand, faced a different kind of 
discrimination in her hometown, Kaduna, Nigeria. She 
experienced sexism as she attempted to fulfill her 
dreams of going to college and studying abroad. She 
even thought about becoming a nun as an escape. 

"| wanted to be a nun so | could go abroad,” said 
Johnson. “That would be my way out.” 

She later excelled in school and was able to get away 
from home to college. She remembered clearly the day 
she left. 

“The news had gone all over the streets that | was 
going to college,” said Johnson. 

Neighbors and friends wished her well, but Johnson 
felt a great amount of pressure. 

“| could not fail them,” she said. "There's the elation 
that you're the first one, but there's also the pressure.” 
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Scotties respond to 
earthquake in Haiti

In the days following a devastating earthquake 
in Haiti, Scotties mobilized to help relief efforts 
by collecting money for aid organizations. 

Campus organizations such as African West 
‘Indian Student Association (AWISA), Coalition 
of Student Multicultural Organizations 
(COSMO), Witkaze and the Student 
Government Association (SGA) were among the 
groups that headed the effort: They began col- 
lecting money at ASC Believes on Jan. 15 and 
continued through the following Friday, Jan. 22. 

All proceeds went directly to two organiza- 
tions. CARE International and Yéle Haiti found- 
ed by musician Wyclef Jean. In an email to the 
campus community, Associate Dean of Students 
and Special Assistant to the President on _ 
Diversity Kijua Sanders-McMurtry said “These 
two organizations were selected because they are 
~ already on the ground in Haiti helping with 
relief efforts.” She went on to say that more 
fundraisers and events will take place as the 
semester continues. 

The earthquake measured 7.0 on the Richter 
scale, which determines seismic activity on a - 
scale from 1.0 (cannot be felt) to 10.0 (extremely 
devastating). 

Abnia Loriston ‘10 lived i in Haiti for four years, 
and still has family there. Her mother lives in a 
La Gonave, a Haitian Island west-northwest from 
the capital of Port-au-Prince. 

“I was lucky because my mom's cell phone com- 
pany’s tower didn't go down,” Loriston said. "I 
heard from her at midnight." 

The earthquake happened near 5 p.m. on Jan. 
12; The epicenter was less than 20 miles from 
Port-au-Prince. 

Other students did not hear from family quite 
as quickly. The Profile News editor Tobi St. 
Germain ‘10 did not receive word of her family’s 
well-being until several days after the earth- 
quake. 

“| heard from my cousin and his children an 
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hour after, but | wasn't sure if they were ok 
because there was an aftershock that knocked 
their house down,” St. Germain said. She heard 
from them again by Thursday. 

St. Germain described a relay of phone calls. In 
one case, her family members called other family 
in France, who called someone in Chicago, who 
called someone in Florida, who called her father 
in Brooklyn, NY who then relayed the message _ 
to St. Germain’'s mother. 

"I've avoided the news because | don't want to 
see certain pictures. | don't want to be shocked 
by them. | read the front page of the NYTimes,” 


‘St. Germain said. 


She went on to describe her initial reaction to 
the news of the earthquake. ~ 

"| had a sinking feeling, like drowning because 
my entire family could be wiped out in a 
minute,” she said. “For those few days it was like 
| was watching my life happen. Once | heard my 
family was ok | was much more at ease because 
half of them were in the city not far from the 
epicenter. After | heard back from other family 


and friends I felt a lot better.” 


While the death toll is still uncertain and the 
extent of the damages is still being evaluated, 
Loriston believes there might be a positive side 
to the earthquake. 

“At first | was devastated,” said Loriston, reflect- 
ing on the natural disaster in her former home. 
"In Haiti, Port-au-Prince is the place to be, and 
while I'm sad about the deaths, | think this will 
oe USE the opportunity it needs to rebuild 
itself.” 

St. Germain also looked towards Haiti's near 
future. 

"I think everyone is still focusing on saving 
people from under the rubble because there are 
still survivors after a week or so. The focus 
should be on stabilizing the country first, at least- 
until aftershocks are over," she said. “After that of 
course it'd be towards rebuilding. If people want 
to help, money is great, but you can donate your 
clothes and toiletries.”

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Eddie & Agnes creates various opportunities

Eddie & Agnes is a budding partnership between Agnes Scott College and 
Eddie's Attic that aims to use Eddie Owen's connections and Agnes Scott's Presser 
Hall to create an opportunity for in-demand touring musicians to come to 
Decatur-specifically the Agnes Scott Community 

The series will kick off on Feb. 23 with a performance by pianist George 
Winston. On his blog, Daren Wang, Director of Eddie & Agnes, the Decatur Book 
Festival, and Verb.org, said, “When ! was a record store geek in Ithaca, NY in the 
80s, | sold many, many, many copies of George Winston's records. Perhaps only 
Springsteen outsold him in that store.” 

Wang also said that the concert series will have, but not be limited to, the types 
of artists featured at Eddie's Attic. He described them as artists "whose emphasis is 
about the song-about the craft of song writing.” He also added that “Agnes Scott's 
Programming Board will be evaluating the performances in the stries to make sure 
they're appropriate for the school, just like they do movie scripts.” 

Another purpose of Eddie & Agnes is to accommodate artists whose crowds 
have outgrown the space available in Eddie's Attic. “Eddie already has Eddie's 
Attic,” "If he does- 
n't think he can come close to 
filling 800 people, then why 
try?” 

Because of Eddie Owen's 
established reputation, the 
Eddie & Agnes series has the 
potential to draw artists accus- 
tomed to playing venues much 
larger than Presser Hall. The 
only downside to this, accord- 
ing to Wang, is that “we would 
have to charge a bigger num- 
ber to make that work.” As far 
as ticket prices go, Wang said, 
"| don't know that we'll get 
that much Jower than $25 at 
this point, but really the sky's 
the limit.” 

Michelle Hall, associate vice 
president for student life/com- 
munity relations and associate 
dean of students, shares the 
same concern with Wang that 
high ticket prices are not in 
the budget for most students 


said Wang.

“It's always been said that the deal is that our cut-what Agnes Scott gets from the 
revenue-is discounted tickets for you [the students],” said Dean Hall. If tickets are 
still out of our price range, both Dean Hall and Wang said that students would 
have the opportunity to volunteer to be an usher, and Wang is already planning to 
conduct ticket giveaways via his Twitter, @DarenWang. “We want this to be for 
the students more than just another way of Agnes trying to make money,” said 
Dean Hall. 

In addition to offering students positions as ushers, Wang also said that he is 
“very interested in having interns work on the [Eddie & Agnes] project. | use Agnes 
Scott interns on the Decatur Book Festival all the time.” 

"The intention is to have a couple interns this semester that wil] work on Eddie 
& Agnes, but won't be working on Eddie & Agnes exclusively. They would also 
work on the other projects | have going,” said Wang. 

Ultimately, the Eddie & Agnes series is a project that will open up a variety of 
opportunities: for Agnes Scott students to gain work and cultural experience, for 
Eddie Owen to expand his range of featured artists, for the city of Decatur to 
bring in business, for-touring musicians to play in the area, and for Decatur/Atlanta 
residents to have access to a new music venue. 

“We want Agnes Scott students to go out into Atlanta, but we also want Atlanta 
to come see us. It builds a sense of the college. Eddie & Agnes is good for the com- 
munity things, but definitely all pro-student,” said Dean Hall.

On Monday, Jan. 11, Elizabeth Gilbert, author of award-winning short story 
Pilgrims, came to Agnes Scott to promote her latest work--a memoir called 
Committed: A Skeptic Makes Peace with Marriage. 

“Please buy this book,” said Elizabeth Gilbert, as she began her speech in Agnes 
Scott's Presser Hall, a copy of Committed in hand. “Please buy this book,” she said 
again. It was not the money that she really wanted, as she explained, but it would 
fill her heart with happiness if she could sell only enough copies to knock Sara 
Palin off the best sellers' list.

} on Gilbert's four month long tour 
for Committed. During her time 
here, Gilbert read an excerpt of 

| her new novel in which she was 
forced by the Department of 

| Homeland Security to get married- 
albeit to a man she loved dearly. 
She put behind a past speckled by 
divorce and heartache, and con- 
fronted matrimony head on. 

According to the introduction 
of the book on her website, 
"Gilbert tackled her fears of mar- 
riage by delving into this topic 
completely, trying with all her 
might to discover through histori- 
cal research, interviews, and much 
personal reflection what this stub- 
] bornly enduring old institution 
actually is." 

Gilbert, named one of the “100 
Most Influential People in the 
World" by Time magazine in 2008, has written for publications such as G.Q. and 
The New York Times. She is most widely known for her 2006 memoir Eat, Pray, Love: 
One Woman's Search for Everything across Italy, India and Indonesia, where she divorces 
her husband, breaks off a heated fling with a younger man, and finally realizes that 
she may need the help of anti-depressants to carry on. She decides to spend a year 
traveling to three countries-listed in the title of her book-in search of the balance 
between worldly pleasures and religious devotion. 

Ultimately she discovers herself as a woman who does not want to settle down 
and have children even though she is past the age of thirty. At the end of the 
book she meets Filipe, the Brazillian-born man she is later forced to marry in 
Committed, a sequel to Eat, Pray, Love. 

Eat, Pray, Love is soon to be released as a movie starring Julia Roberts. When a 
fan at Monday night's reading expressed worries about the experience of the book 
being cheapened by Hollywood, 4 
Gilbert said she had no intention of 
looking over the shoulder of the direc- 
tor. 

"This book doesn't need my permis- 
sion to become something else,” she 
said. She also admitted that she never 
felt Eat, Pray, Love was really her cre- 
ation. In fact, she felt that the book 
had more of an influence on her than 
she had on it. 

The event brought many of Gilbert's 
fans to Agnes Scott and Presser Hall 
hosted a full house. Many Agnes Scott 
students were in attendance as well. “I 
felt that after having so many male 
authors in a row, Elizabeth Gilbert's 
presence was striking and empower- 
ing,” said Chelsea Perdue '12. Her 
body of work, especially the insights of LOws 
her recent memoirs, proves that Gilbert 
herself is a woman that deserves to be 


heard.

In light of the recent 
crisis in Haiti, Edeh has 
been working closely 
with the Office of the 
Dean of Students, Office 
of Intercultural Affairs, and student organizations such as the African and West 
Indies Student Association, Committee of Student Multicultural Organizations, 
the International Student Association and Witkaze to raise money for the Haiti 
Relief Initiative by having a “Penny War." 

Before the earthquake in Haiti, Edeh was in the process of proposing a new 
organization on campus called the Global Haiti Initiative-an intercollegiate club 
that aims to help students address and take action on social and economic prob- 
lems in Haiti. 

Being the SGA president is no easy job: As far as dealing with stress, Edeh is a 
“go with the flow, spontaneous and positive” type of girl who was once told by 
previous SGA presidents that “experience depends on how you make it.” 

Even with the current workload in her presidency, Edeh is still involved in 
many other extracurricular activities on and off campus. She is the Resident 
Director in Rebekah Hall, as well-as a member of the Baptist Collegiate 
Ministries. She also takes time out of her busy schedule to volunteer as a mentor 
for the Boys and Girls Club in Decatur four hours a week. While she is not out 
there saving the world, Edeh enjoys spending her leisure time listening to gospel 
music or R&B, and talking to her friends. She plans to engage in more off-campus 
activities this year.

McCain Library finds new ways to reach students

Agnes Scott College's McCain library has added a new service that will allow 
Students to communicate with librarians via text messaging. The technology 
provides students with a quick and easy way to get information and enables the 
librarians to better serve the Agnes Scott: Community. 

During the fall semester, an e-mail was sent out to faculty, staff, and students 
asking them to take a survey on whether or not they would text questions to 
McCain Library, Out of 104 responses, 51% thought that having the option to 
text the library would be very convenient. Based on the survey, McCain library 
set up the technology and students can now text questions to the library. 

The new service was purchased through a company called Mosio and it works 
similar to the instant message service Meebo that McCain offers as well. The 
system was bought with donated money and only costs about $800 dollars a 
year. Mosio allows the text messaging technology to be embedded within the 
instant messaging system so the librarian monitoring it does not have to switch 
between programs. 

"We're not passing around a cell phone with tiny keys,” says Liz Bagley, 
Director of Library services. The librarians each take turns monitoring the sys- 
tem and student workers may monitor it as well. 

Texting the library is a secure technology, so students texting the library do 
not have to worry about their phone numbers being revealed. If a student sends 
a message after the library is closed she will receive an automatic responses 
stating that her message has been received and it will be answered as soon as 
possible. The student can expect their question to be answered during the fol- 
lowing library operating hours. 

Mosio also offers a text language translator so students may use standard tex- 
ting abbreviations in order to limit the number of characters used, Much like a 
cell phone the library has a character limit of 319, so if students answers are 
too complex they may receive multiple texts or the librarian will suggest they 
come in for a face to face consultation. 

On Thursday, January 14, 2009, librarian Casey Long promoted the new technolo- 
gy during lunch hours in Evans dining hall. 

“The Text-A-Librarian service is just the beginning of the mobile services that the 
library will offer. We are exploring ways to offer opt-in text message alerts, such as 
due date reminders, and looking into technology that will make the library website 
more mobile friendly,” says Casey Long. 

Students should also be advised that standard text message rates apply when texting 
the library. 

"If the student is concerned about the number of messages she may receive, she 
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should consider including a phone number or an email address where a more lengthy 
response can be sent,” advises Casey Long. "I encourage students to add the Text-A- 
Librarian number to their contact list so it is always available for any quick questions 
they may have.” 

So far the library has only received about sixteen messages and the McCain library 
along with the Agnes Scott faculty staff hope tobe able to use the technology for 
even more services like financial messages and even inclement weather notifications. 


Students may text the library at 66746 and the message should begin with 
"MCCAIN".

How can these people prepare for 
class or do their jobs effectively if they have no safe and affordable 
childcare for their children? 

While this is a slightly more prominent issue on our campus, due 
to the prevalence of Woodruff scholars and other older students, 
the need for campus childcare centers has grown nationwide. As of 
2004, 13 percent of students, according to the Department of 
Education, are single parents. 

Nontraditional-age students (those 25 years old and over) on col- 
lege campuses are becoming more common as well, comprising 38 
percent of postsecondary education as of 2005. Also, 36 percent of 
full-time faculty members in the United States are women, accord- 
ing to a study done by the American Association of University 
Professors in 2001. All these numbers have most likely risen in 
recent.years and will most likely rise in the future. 

Thus, the changing face of college campuses nationwide has led 
to a growing need for childcare centers, especially since the 
United States lacks the comprehensive, government-run childcare 
systems of countries like Denmark. In fact, there are approximately 
2,500 childcare centers serving over 4,000 postsecondary institu- 
tions nationwide. So what about Agnes Scott? 

It's not like the issue has never been touched before. In fact, it's 
been explored twice, the most recent effort being the Task Force 
on Childcare in the 2001 to 2002 academic year. Options that 
were explored included on-campus babysitting by the students at a 
designated location and a “Childcare Registry” of student babysit- 
ters run by Career Planning. 

While neither option as of today is completely formalized, 
Career Planning currently makes a list of babysitting opportunities 
available to students. Also, the college refers parents in need of 
good childcare to the consultant used for the study, 
BrownRichards, although it cannot pay for this service. 

There had been a prospect of a partnership with the Atlanta 
YWCA to provide a childcare facility at 354 S. McDonough that 
would provide a daycare, before-and-after-school care, teen pro- 
grams, and a summer camp to the community. However, the col- 
lege declined due to the cost (the initial investment was estimated 
at $195,000 to $225,000, and the yearly investment would remain 
in the six-figure range) and its inability to "guarantee" a set number 
of slots for students, faculty, and staff. In other words, there would 

-be a quota for members of the Agnes Scott community at the cen- 
ter, and any spots that were left empty would be paid for by the 
college. 

Of course, financial considerations are important when determin- 
ing the feasibility of childcare programs at Agnes Scott. However, 

I can't help thinking about all the benefits of a fully integrated 
childcare center at Agnes Scott. First, the benefits would be enor- 
mous, especially for the student’ parents. Having high-quality, con-° 
venient, affordable childcare on-campus.would ease one of their

enormous burdens, and in fact, according to a study by the State 
University of New York, they would be more likely to remain in 
school, earn higher grades, and graduate in fewer years. A good 
childcare center would also attract and retain more talented and 
diverse faculty, students, and staff who would otherwise choose 
other institutions. 

Then, there's the boon for the student body, especially those 
who wish to pursue a career relating to children, such as education 
or psychology. Numerous college childcare centers also operate as 
a "laboratory," allowing students to apply their knowledge in prac- 
tical ways. Our very Honor Code states that each student has a 
"social and academic responsibility in the community.” What bet- 
ter way to use our talents than to help the children of those who 
serve and work alongside us? 

Of course, there's that niggling but very real issue of money 
again. There are several worthy programs and causes being pro- 
moted by many people on campus, but as the adage states, 
"There's no such thing as a free lunch." And it's not just Agnes, 
federal funding shrank 40 percent for college childcare centers 
between 2001 and 2004. 

In the end, perhaps the best we can do is to work together to 
engage this particular social challenge of our time and try to work 
our way towards a plausible solution, which is Class of '11 Rahela 
Bogdan's aim for the Agnes Scott community. 

"lam a student mother myself," she says, "I have a ten-months- 
old baby, and as of now, | am blessed and fortunate enough to 
have my mother watch him while | am at class... But I am friends 
with some of the student mothers at Agnes who don't enjoy the 
same “privilege,” students whose children you may have seen 
around the campus." Rahela, encouraged by the "drive and motiva- 
tion" of her fellow student mothers to succeed despite the difficul- 
ties of balancing motherhood and education, is leading the effort 
to make Agnes truly "the world for women," despite the failed 
attempts of the past. 

"| did indeed receive feedback from many persons on 
campus, students, faculty members, staff members, alumnae, men, 
and women. This is a matter of concern to the community, and it 
is not a secret to anyone, as | came to realize. . . | received replies 
not only from those directly concerned, but also from the regular 
students too, just showing support and a desire to help and 
become involved if possible,” she adds. Currently, she is exploring 
possible partnerships with daycare centers near Agnes but is aware 
of the complexity of the challenge. However, she believes that as 
Agnes students, what sort of "deep thinkers and honorable per- 
sons’ would we be "if we dismiss it as impossible or too difficult to 
do and leave it for another time?" 

Bolstered by an optimistic recent conversation with 
President Elizabeth Kiss, Professor Tina Pippin, and Tanzania 
Nevels, Rahela hopes that faculty, staff, and students can explore 
the options together eventually, but it is yet too early for a defini- 
‘tive solution. 

"I'd like to add that one should not talk about daycare 


‘lightly, and especially one should not judge very harshly the 


administration for the lack of a current solution," she says. " People 
at Agnes care about this issue, and there were previous attempts to 
answer this need. | am confident that now, with a fresh approach 
and with the support of the administration, we can tackle the 
issue, being more prepared and ever more dedicated."

Dining Hall and in Woodruff. Students will also be able 
to enroll in the Scottie Fit Club on Moodle, enabling 
them to track their progress online.

Agnes Scott's Vice President of Academic Affairs (VPAA) and Dean of the 
College (DOC), Rosemary Zumwalt, will be retiring at the end of this ata- 
demic year, and thus the search for a new VPAA and dean has begun, The 
VPAA and DOC position is what Dr. Rosemary Cunningham, chair of the 
DOC search committee, calls the “chief academic officer’ of the college. The 
responsibilities of this position range from administering academic policy to 
recruiting faculty. 

The DOC search committee-comprised of Agnes Scott faculty, staff, and one 
student- has been working very hard to narrow down the search for the new 
DOC to the four candidates now in the running. Their first priority was to 
create a “profile” through the compilation of characteristics they believed the 
new DOC should possess. 

An add was taken out in journals such as The Chronicle for Higher 
Education and an outside consultant, knowledgeable about where to find 
potential candidates, was hired. The committee then started putting together a 
portfolio of information on those interested in the job. The top candidates 
from the portfolio were chosen to be interviewed by the committee. 

The interviews took place over a period of two days. They were held during 
last semester's exam days at the Federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta (the president 
of the bank is an Agnes Scott board member). Out of the eleven candidates 
interviewed, only four were invited by the committee to meet the students, 
faculty, and staff of Agnes Scott: Carolyn Newton, Academic Vice President 
and Provost of Berea College; Myna M. Burnett, Vice Provost of Spellman 
College; Carolyn J. Stefanco, Founding Dean of California State University; 
Peggy Thompson, Ellen Douglass Leyburn Professor of English and Chair of 
the department of English at Agnes Scott College. All four are women. 

“We didn't go out looking for all women,” said Cunningham, “but this is an 
attractive position, | believe, for women interested in a Deanship.” 

Staying on Campus for two days, the candidates were given a chance to 
meet all of the Agnes Scott community, including President Kiss and Dean 
Zumwalt. But most importantly, the students of Agnes Scott were able to meet 
with the candidates.

Dec. 1, 2009 marked the election of a new mayor for the city of Atlanta: Kasim 
Reed. He ran against Mary Norwood and is now Atlanta's 59th mayor, replacing 
Mayor Shirley Franklin, who served two terms. Reed was inaugurated into office 
on Jan. 4, 2010. ; 

According to his official website (www-kasimreed.com), Reed was raised in the 
Cascade community and attended elementary school and high school in the 
Fulton County public school district. He went on to earn his undergraduate and 
law degrees at Howard University.

As Reed has just been in office for a month, there has not been substantial time 
to see his plans implemented for improving life in Atlanta. Quite a few plans, 
however, have already been initiated and are well on the way to make changes. 

One of them is to solve the city’s problem of traffic congestion, which could 
include expanding the Marta buses and train system. It is yet unclear as to how 
far that expansion will go, but the goal is to lessen the immense car traffic that 
crowds and pollutes Atlanta every day, while still enabling people to travel quick- 
ly and efficiently. 

When it comes to taxes, Reed wants to continue his previous work in capping 

_ annual property reassessments on residential property and freezing property taxes 
for seniors. 

According to his website, Reed's goal is to ensure that the people of Atlanta 
know exactly where their tax dollars are going, and that those dollars are used 
efficiently. To help achieve this, he wants to implement performance audits for all 
city departments and enable budget reports to be accessible to everyone. 

Reed also plans to direct many of those tax dollars to expanding public schools 
and further former Mayor Franklin's "Next Step” program, which sets up high 
schools students on tracts to vocational schools or colleges. Reed promises to set 
aside an endowment to support this program. 

In addition to financial issues, Reed also has high commitment to stepping up 
public safety. He looks to recruit and maintain a larger police force as a solution 
to Atlanta's rising crime. 

According to the “On the Issues” section on his website, he will “add at least 750 
sworn officers to the Atlanta Police Department, which will cut down on the 
need for overtime and patrols that are simply stretched too thin right now.” 

On the subject of recreation and giving children green places to play, Reed 
wants to institute steady revenue to maintain and expand Atlanta's parks. To add 
to turning Atlanta green, Reed discusses creating new jobs to match the country's 
movement towards using alternative energy sources for a cleaner city. 

Taxes will be used in this area too, in the form of tax credits, for the purpose of 
recruiting new businesses-and jobs-to Atlanta. Reed plans to award such tax cred- 
its to businesses that employ at good wages in areas of Atlanta that need econom- 
ic growth 

Lastly, Reed wants to make Atlanta more affordable and livable by waiving 
property taxes for those who serve their communities, such as police officers, fire 
fighters, and teachers. He hopes to make this measure into law, in attempt to 
recruit and keep such public servers living in Atlanta. : 

With just a month of office as mayor under his belt, Reed is already on the road 
to achieve the many goals he has set for his term

On January 19th, 
Republican Scott Brown 
defeated Democrat 
Martha Coakley in the 
race for Massachusetts 
senator, a shocking victo- 
ry that will have reper- 
cussions in Massachusetts 
as well as the for the- 
greater issue of health- 
care. 

Brown's campaign ini- 
tially seemedto be facing 
insurmountable odds; no 
one knew who he was (in 
contrast Coakley was 
very well known), MA is 
a predomanently liberal 
state and, most of all, he 
was running for a seat 
previously held by one of 
the most widely respect- 
ed Democrats in 
Congress, the late Ted 
Kennedy. 

Brown quickly gained 
appeal by billing himself 
as an atypical Republican 
and in the last few days 
of the race the gap 
between him and Coakley 
became ever narrower; he 
ultimately defeated 
Coakley by a mere five percentage 
points, with 52% of the vote compared 
to her 47%, 

The question, though, is not so much 
how he got elected, but what his elec- 
tion means. Kennedy was obviously a 
renowned Democrat for many reasons, 
but prior to his death he was most 
noted for championing universal health- 
care, something Obama has famously 
been trying to push 

Brown has already stated that he does 
not agree with Obama's current plan, 
saying that it is financially unsustain- 
able; in his victory speech, he declared 
that "people do not want the trillion- 
dollar healthcare plan that is being 
forced on the American people.” 

Even more notably, Brown's election 
gives Republicans their forty-first vote 
in the Senate, which will permit them 
to prevent the healthcare bill. Although 
Obama has announced that he will be 
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altering his proposed reforms in light of 
Brown's election, those changes remain 
to be seen. 

It remains to be seen if any moderate 
Democrats who had previously been 
swayed by Kennedy's gravitas will be 
swayed again healthcare reform in 
Kennedy's absence. 

Brown does not reject the issue of 
healthcare reform; he voted in favor of 
MAs current healthcare reformy, which 
requires all residents of the state to 
have health insurance and provides for 
those who do not have ample coverage. 

Indeed he has, time and time again, 
refused to limit himself on the political 
spectrum, saying that he is a “Scott 
Brown Republican” rather than a mod- 
erate or centrist Republican. With that 
in mind, it seems likely that, given 
Brown's relative liberality, proposed 
changes to healthcare are not as radical 
as they might be 


Agnes Scott's LIDAR machine is 
not part of an elaborate scheme for 
brainwashing the population or 
obliterating planets, but it does use 
lasers. ’ 

LIDAR, an acronym for Light 
Detection and Ranging, is a way to 
study atmospheric particles and 
molecules by sending pulsed laser 
beams into the sky. Agnes Scott's 
machine, EARL, uses remote sens- 
ing and sends.approximately 1800 
pulses per second from Bradley 
Observatory into the air. 

These laser pulses bounce off 
whatever may be straight above 
the machine and come back to the 
light detectors within the machine. 
The machine can then show data 
for a graph of light from each alti- 
tude. 

While EARL cannot tell the 
chemical composition of the parti- 
cles its lasers encounter, the shape 
of the particlés can be determined 
through the process of polariza- 
tion. By studying information 
received by LIDAR machines, it 
becomes easier to understand what 
is in the atmosphere without hav- 
ing to send up data tracking 
devices like balloons. 

The grant enabling Agnes Scott's 
Bradley Observatory to build a LIDAR machine was awarded in 2001 and it was fin- 
ished in 2003. Unfortunately, the hatch above the machine was left open and rain 
damaged the laser which had to be repaired. 

In the summer of 2009, the National Science Foundation awarded a grant written 
by Professor Art Bowling to advance Agnes Scott's LIDAR program by incorporating 
LIDAR into curriculum 

"In physics, we have all of these compartmentalized courses and this (LIDAR) can 
bring them together as a unifying curriculum element,” said Bowling. “Students tend 
to be interested in it anyway because, well, it's got lasers.” 

In collaboration with Georgia Institute of Technology's LIDAR program, the Agnes 
Scott LIDAR program intends to incorporate EARL and its findings into physics, 
astronomy, and eventually environmental science courses. z 

“There hasn't been a volcano eruption ina long time. In fact, the stratosphere has- 
n't been this clean in a 
long time. In the event 
of an eruption, we'll be 
able to see the amount 
of volcanic dust particles 
in the stratosphere using 
LIDAR,” continued 
Bowling. 

Even if Krakatoa Part Il 
holds off for a while, 
"LIDAR can still increase 
student interest in 
physics and astronomy 
If a young woman in 
high school who's inter- 
ested in science sees 
this, it's going to pique 
her interest,” said 
Bowler 

Professor Bowling 
shared the motto of 
Agnes Scott's EARL 
machine: “We shoot a 
laser in the air, to see the 
stuff that's lurking there.” 
Despite EARL's mal 
intent, according to 
Professor Chris DePree, 
“We're going to. look like 
Dr. Evil at night.”

Penny Wars continues to raise money for Haiti relief efforts

In order to raise money for those recently made home- 
less by the earthquake in Haiti, Agnes Scott's Black 
Student Association, Witkaze, held a Penny Wars 
fundraiser this month,

Defending dignity. 
Fighting poverty.

Dr. Juan Allende recently suggested 
in his upper-level History course, ULS.- 
Latin American Relations, that the 
United States should take over Haiti 
and let the Haitians camp out here as a 
way to help Haiti recover after the 
earthquake. His students received this 
statement with surprise. 

"What happened [the earthquake] is 
absolutely devastating. I was telling 
my class after a Jong time of interven- 
tion in Haiti, we have an obligation to 
its people. I've been very impacted by 
this, and the statement was a way to 
challenge their thinking,” said Allende. 
“It may take about twenty years or a 
whole generation to get back to where 
they were economically—and it was 
the poorest country in Latin America, 
The question is not only to help the 
people, but help them build opportu- 
nities to really make it on their own.” 

Originally from Chile, Dr. Allende 
studied the politics and theological 
issues of Latin America. His own edu- 
cational background includes a Master 
of Arts, Ph. D., and Master of Divinity. 
He originally taught at the University 
of Tennessee, Knoxville, before 
enrolling at the Emory University 
Candler School of Theology. 

“In Latin America, as many as five or 
ten years ago, there was a massive vio- 
lation of human rights. As I studied 
such components, everything eventual- 
ly came together,” said Allende. “You 
think things are different, but every- 
thing's connected.” 

After completing his Master of 
Divinity at Emory, Allende looked for

a teaching job in colleges across the - 
nation but eventually came to join the 
teaching staff at Agnes Scott in the fall 
of 1993. 

As an Associate Professor of Political 
Science and Director of the Human 
Rights Program, Dr. Allende is intér- 
ested in interdisciplinary studies. 

"| became interested in the connec- 
tions between different fields of study 
such as theology, politics, human 
rights, and issues in immigration and. 
race. From a human rights perspec- 
tive, it makes a lot of sense to study 
such issues,” said Allende. “In the 
issue of immigration, a central issue for 
the United States government, | think 
human rights goes beyond having a 
valid passport and the proper docu- 
ments.” 

In regard to a question asked about 
contemporary politicians, Allende said, 

“When | was younger, | wanted to 
embrace politicians. Now | know that 
politicians are politicians. It’s my job 
not to admire} but analyze them.” 


Although many in his own family 
work for the government, Allende has 
branched out in his own choice of 
employment. Asked what profession- 
al experience in his career has given 
him the most personal satisfaction, 
Allende responded that it was the 
teaching. 

"To teach- it requires so much think- 
ing and preparation. You need to 
have-clarity in what you say. 


_ Teaching allows you to discover the 


world and understand what's going on, 
what connects with what. You ask 
different questions about ethics, justice 
and power.” 

At his home, Dr. Allende takes care 
of four cats, something he describes as 
a job 

in itself. Outside of scholarly inter- 
ests, Dr. Allende describes himself as 
not having hobbies, although he does 
enjoy watching movies and reading. 

“Lately | haven't been drawn to the 
dramas. There's enough drama in our 
daily 

lives as is! | try to watch and read 
things that I can relate back to my stu- 
dents.” 

Dr. Allende has also conducted field 
research in Chile, about religion and 
human rights in his native country. 
Last spring, he led a Global Awareness 
and Connections trip to Chile with 13 
Agnes Scott students. The trip was

Reexamining the Community and Civility Protocol

The Community and Civility Protocol is a recent 
development at Agnes Scott. Developed over the sum- 
mer of 2009, it was launched on October 1 of the same 
year, and largely due to its newness, many students 
greet the term with blank looks. However, Class of 
2011 Lucia Hulsether's sociology senior seminar has 
finally brought it greater attention 

“| was inspired to do this project one day when | was ~ 
eating lunch in Evans and heard a student in the cafete- 
ria remark, The Office of Intercultural Affairs is not for 
white people,” Lucia said. “Her statement took me 
aback. | wondered if other students agreed with her and 
how they might react to such a statement. | also won- 
dered if and how OIA could respond to this kind of sen- 
timent and experience, and why those perceptions exist- 
ed in the first place.” 

"| always tell people that when students come to cam- 
pus they not only bring their luggage. ..they bring their 
baggage. On such a small, intimate, residential campus, 
incidents of what | call ‘cultural clashes’ are bound to 
happen,” said Marisela Martinez, Director of 
Intercultural Affairs. “We all bring with us our own edu- 
cation and mis-education.” 

Previously, discriminatory incidents were handled by 
the Honor Court, where the process took on a discipli- 
nary cast. Instead, the Community and Civility Protocol 
is meant to heal and bring understanding to the persons 
involved in these cases 

“Most of the time, | don't believe students realized the 
effect their words and/or actions can have on their fel- 
low students,” said Martinez. 

Breaches of the Protocol are essentially expressions of 
intolerance, insensitivity, and bias based on, but not lim- 
ited to, “color, ethnicity, creed, religion, national origin, 
residency status, gender, gender expression, gender 
identity, age, marital status, disability, class, veteran sta- 
tus and/or sexual identity.’ 

The Protocol, which is found on the Agnes Scott web- 
site, lists the following as actions that could be consid- 
gered breaches: “threatening or harassing phone calls, 
texts, writings, or electronic mail, graffiti, vandalism, 
and/or destruction of personal property; physical or sex- 


ual assault and/or abuse, stalking, or coercion, verbal 
insults, inappropriate humor and/or expressions of intol- 
erance and insensitivity that are derogatory, hateful, 
demean others and threaten the health and welfare to 


‘the Agnes Scott community, and the creation of a hos- 


tile, threatening, and/or unsafe environment.” 

The ways in which these incidents are handled can 
vary. After the report is submitted (through a written 
form, through the Agnes Scott website, or through the 
OIA Director herself), the OIA Director meets with the 
parties involved. From there, if requested by them, fur- 
ther confidential reports can be filed with the Dean of 
the College, the Director of Human Resources or the 
OIA ambassadors. Then, the OIA Director can work: 
with the participants to implement the recommenda- 
tions, which can include counseling, educational dia- 
logue and/or training and volunteer activities designed 
to bring greater empathy. 

In the worst cases, such as those that involve sexual 
harassment or violation of civil rights laws, the OIA 
Director may refer these to Honor Court, Judicial 
Board, the Office of Human Resources or the Dean of 
the College. 

"| have had students come and meet with me, but 
when | ask them to file a report they do not. I'm not 
sure why. That is the biggest challenge | am having. | 
really need the students to be assured that they are not 
‘getting someone in trouble.’ They are asking for help 
where all parties involved will be treated with dignity, 
respect and utmost discretion,” said Martinez. 


The procedures were formed from an examination of ~ 


similar protocols from universities and colleges such as 
Penn State, Mount Holyoke; Virginia Tech, and Vassar 
College. Jillian Wells, president of Witkaze, also points 
out an earlier model at Agnes itself from the "Action 
Plan” that Witkaze formulated to deal with hate crimes. 

"I feel like our Action Plan was one of the foundations 
of the Community and Civility Protocol,” said Jillian 
about the plan, which commonly cited a scenario in 
which a black student returns from spring break to find 
a slur painted on her door. Fhe incident would be 
recorded and dealt with officially, but any other action 
would be focused on what the victim wished. 

“| am so happy [the protocal] is there, that it exists 
People who self-identify as part of marginalized groups, 


can feel sure that the institution at least is looking out 
for them,” she adds. 

"| don't have much to say except that‘a protocol for 
addressing issues like racism, sexism, homophobia, 
transphobia, etc., is absolutely necessary in order for 
Agnes Scott to be a safe place for all students,” said 
Mallory Nelson ‘10 of Collective. 

Martinez reminds us ofour mission statement. “I think 
the fact that we have a protocol means that we care 
about this campus and we care about inclusivity. The 
protocol falls in line with our Strategic Plan Goal to 
‘Live Honorably.’ It allows for students, staff and faculty 
to have a place where they can get help with a situation 
that is interfering with their Agnes Scott experience,” 


said Martinez. 


What you need to know: 


The Community and Civility Protocol was 
created to prevent students from “cul- 
ture clashing” 


It is meant to heal and bring understand- 
ing to students who are involved in dis- 
criminatory incidents on campus. 


Incidents include such things as threat- 
ening phone calls, graffiti, vandalism, 
sexual assult, and stalking. 


The way incidents are handled and vary 
from student to student.

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How to study abroad ina 
multi-lingual community

| had the honor of spending this past fall semes- 
ter abroad in a small country few Americans know 
about, Tunisia. Located at the northern tip of the 
African continent, Tunisia is exactly what most 
people would imagine the North African exotic 
image to be: white buildings with blue shutters, 
flowers hanging off walls, hot mint tea, jasmine, 
and hookah. 

Tunisia's ancient history has seen the presence of 
the Venetians, Romans, Greeks, Berbers, Arabs, 
French and the Italian Fascists. Their location 
alone makes Tunisian identity difficult to put - 
under one category. They are on the African con- 
tinent with Arab influences, Mediterranean man- 
nerisms and Western ideologies. As a result, 
Tunisia is Islamic, democratic and has three 
national languages: French (as Tunisia was once a 
French protectorate), Tunisie (a dialect of Arabic) 
and formal Arabic (which is spoken more fre- 
quently in southern Tunisia). Upon my journey 
over, there were some important things | did not 
consider when | thought about the variety of lan- 
guages used there. 

Being that | barely knew any French, Tunisie or 
Arabic when | first arrived, ] assumed | would face 
several challenges when trying to communicate 
with locals. Throughout the four months | took 
courses and practiced the three languages and | 
found myself incredibly frustrated. Not only was | 
learning three languages but | was also trying to 
understand when to say something in one lan- 
guage ‘and when to say something in another.

When we imagine a country that can speak two 
or more languages, we assume that people can 
choose what they want to say in each language at 
anytime during the day. Well, what | came to 
understand is.that not only is language an agree- 
ment about how to say something, but it is also an 
agreement about who, what and where someone 
can say something. 

Getting off at the airport and hopping.into a 
cab, a tourist is more likely to run into difficulty if 
they only know French. Many of the lower class 
citizens, such as ‘cab drivers, only speak Tunisie.

When dining at a swanky cafe or 
restaurant, customers and servers only use French. 
From these instances | learned that what language

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Alumna advocates spiritual end to violence

“Our behavior does impact the world,” said Layli Miller- 
Muro '93, this year's Ayse I. Carden Alumna-in-Residence, 
during her talk “Ending Global Violence against Women: 
A Spiritual Imperative” on Wednesday, Feb. 10 in Bullock 
Science Center's Teasley Lecture Hall 

Recipient of Agnes Scott's Young Alumni of the Year 
Award in 1998, Miller-Muro received her J.D. (summa cum 
laude) and M.A. in International Relations from American 
University after graduating as a Phi Beta Kappa from 
Agnes Scott. She is the founder and executive director of 
the Tahirth Justice Center, a nonprofit organization that 
works to protect women from human rights abuses by ae 
viding legal aid and public policy advocacy 

Throughout her talk on campus, Miller-Muro sdctteteed 3 
not only issues of violence against women, but also how 
she thinks world religions can contribute to ending the 
violence. She began by discussing how wealthy nations 
such as the U.S. must pay attention to the affect their 
behavior on the world in order to improve the global pro- 
tection of human rights and stop violence against women. 
To explain her theory about religions contributing to this 
effort, she related the growth of humankind to that of the 
human species. 

According to Miller-Muro, humankind is currently in a 
stage of adolescence; we have a sense of “invincibility” and 
“indestructibility,” which can lead to good and vulnerabili- 
ty simultaneously. An adolescent. has most of the physical 
abilities of an adult, but is not yet mature enough to make

men and women, and used a metaphor that relates humankind to a bird to show her

She went on to say that the U.S. Constitution had 
become a model for human rights law to the world, but 
the American people's behavior does not match that 
model. Therefore, to have law alone is not enough. It is 
also vital to look at belief systems to change hearts, 
which is where religion steps in. 

Miller-Muro pointed out that people do things for 
religion, but not money. She gave an example of how 
religion has helped women progress: in a time period 
when men could have hundreds of wives and women 
were bought and sold and could not own property, the 
Islamic prophet Muhammad was a supporter of good 
treatment of women, and his encouragement helped 
improve women's social status. 

However, “that which is a medicine at one time can 
become a poison later.” Miller-Muro explained that old 
medication can stop working over a period of years, 
and eventually become a poison. This also applies to 
religion. As a result, religious rules and customs need to 
be re-evaluated and evolve with humankind. 

“Legal help is only the beginning for women in help-: 
ing them find true justice,” Miller-Muro said. She refer- 
enced the women whom the Tahirih Justice Center 
helps, saying that “all of our clients find strength in 
their faith.” She holds the opinion that one cannot dis- 
miss the role of faith, even with the harmful aspects of 
religion. 

Before opening the floor to questions, Miller-Muro 
concluded with her idea that religion is necessary to 
ending global violence against women, but the harmful 
aspects of religion, if left unexamined and unques-

Come next fall, Agnes Scott College will embrace a 
new class schedule, One of the most notable changes is 
that classes meeting on Monday, Wednesday, and Friday 
will now start on the half hour, going from 9:30 a.m 
to 10:20 a.m., while the original 8am Classes will be 
pushed back to 8:05 a.m., 8:15 a.m., or 8:30 a.m. 

The schedule for Tuesday/Thursday classes has 
changed as well; the new timetable sets the earliest class 
at 8:30 a.m., going till 9:45 a.m., and the next class will 
go from 10:00 a.m. to 11:15 a.m., and so on 

Another significant change regards community hours. 
Rather than keeping them on Monday, Wednesday, 
Friday from 10:00 a.m. to 11:00 a.m., the new schedule 
lists community hours on Tuesday and Thursday from 
1:00 a.m.to 1:50 a.m, and on Friday from 2:00 a.m. to 
2:50 a.m. 

While these changes may appear minor at first, the benefits they aim to bring are not to 
be underestimated. The new schedule is expected to end the problem of overlapping class 
times-a difficulty that every ASC student can attest to. According to the e-mail sent out 
by President Kiss, the Curriculum Committee has put together a variety of proposed new 
schedules and the final schedule is by far the most popular amongst the faculty, one that 
provides them with a wider range of time slots and lengths for individual classes. 

Also interesting is that maintaining community hours was apparently a priority in 
designing the new schedule. It is unclear how the new community hours will affect, say, 
ASC 101, the orientation class that is mandatory for all new students and meets twice a 
week during the community hour. It is also unclear if the new schedule is set in stone or 
whether the Curriculum Committee will be open to feedback from students, staff, and 
faculty; and if so, to what degree. 

Overall, whether the new schedule will be much of an improvement will be a question 
facing the whole college community.

No more Depeaux on weekdays

The Depeaux, a Cajun & Creole food joint located a few feet from campus on 
Howard Avenue, has drastically slashed its hours of operation. The renovated, 
historic landmark that was once a passenger train depot for Decatur business- 
men and Agnes Scott students alike is now open for business only on the 
weekends, Saturday nights and Sunday mornings for brunch. 

Paradoxically, the 4,300-square-foot restaurant is listed for sale via the 
Schumacher Group (www.shumacher.com), an Atlanta restaurant real estate 
broker website. “It's a time for regrouping and rétweaking of the concept,” said 
Steven Josovitz, vice president of the Schumacher Group, of the limited hours 
of operation. “Assets of the business could be bought, but not the real estate.” 

Rumors have been running rampant about the possible closing of the 
Southern Louisiana themed eatery. Community members have been desperate 
to come up with some sort of explanation as to why the Depeaux is struggling 
to stay alive. One possible rationale is that most restaurants tend to earn the 
bulk of their business by selling alcoholic drinks. 

On Friday, Jan. 22, the Depeaux updated its food and beverage menu and it- 
seems that alcoholic beverages were dropped from the menu entirely. A blurb 
posted on the restaurant's web site regarding the menu changes invites New 
Orleans foodies to “just come on down for some authentic Cajon/Creole cook- 
ing,” which leaves some wondering if the note is an intentional sidestep around 
the fact that alcoholic beverages are no longer a menu staple. 

However, only a couple of hours later that same day, the Depeaux's Twitter 
account advertised $3 Cuervo Shots and Swami Bombs. The telephone number 
listed on the restaurants website has been temporarily disconnected. An e-mail 
further inquiring about the status of the alcoholic beverages was not returned 
by press time 

Thirsty diners may wonder what kind of a Sunday morning brunch it is with- 
out a classic Bloody Mary. The social networking gurus who promote the 
Depeaux addressed the question this past Super Bowl Sunday, on the restau- 
rant's Facebook and Twitter profile, with a quote from the New Orleans Saints' 
quarterback Drew Brees:

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Agnes Scott appoints new dean

On Feb. 5, President 
Kiss made a formal 
announcement to the 
Agnes Scott community 
about the appointment 
of Carolyn J. Stefanco 
as vice president for 
academic affairs and 
dean of the college. 

The founding dean of 
the College of 
Humanities and Social 
Sciences at California 
State University 
Stanislaus (Stan State), 
Stefanco will officially 
join Agnes Scott at the 
beginning of this July, 
succeeding the retiring 
Dean Zumwalt. 

A Phi Beta Kappa i . 
graduate of the i" 
University of Colorado 
at, Stefanco earned her |} 
M.A. in women's 
history from the State 
University of New York 
at Binghamton and her 
Ph.D. in history from 
Duke University. With 
an academic focus on 
the Civil War South 
and the Western fron- 
tier, she has worked as 
a faculty member at 
Wheaton College in 
Massachusetts and 
California Polytéchnic State University (Cal Poly). 

Stefanco's leadership is exemplified through her two decades of administrative 
work at higher institutions. Prior to her role as the founding dean of the College of 
Humanities and Social Sciences at Stan State, Stefanco also served as director of 
women's studies, chair of the history department, founding director of the Forum 
on Women, Science and Technology, and assistant dean for faculty development at 
Cal Poly. 

_ Stefanco also has “a deep commitment to the education and advancement of 
women, ¢o the liberal arts and to interdisciplinary collaboration," said President 
Kiss. As a previous Fulbright Scholar at the University of Zagreb in Zagreb, 
Croatia during the 2007-2008 academic year, Stefanco gave lectures and conducted 
a cross-cultural research of the curriculum transformation process underway in 
Croatia, with a particular focus on the degree to which content and concerns about 
gender and ethnicity have been integrated into university courses (Central Valley 

« Business Times). 

When asked about her new role as dean of the college at Agnes Scott, Stefanco 
said that she was “absolutely thrilled to return to a women's college," where she 
had first started her career. Excited about the various opportunities for collabora- 
tion within the college community, Stefanco looked forward to providing “a trans- 
formational experience” for Agnes Scott students 

"The strategic planning goals that will guide the college over the next several 
years are ones that | have long embraced, and it will be my great honor to play a 
leadership role in efforts to empower women as global citizens, foster curricular 
innovation and new initiatives, and promote undergraduate success in liberal arts,” 
said Stefanco.

"Fear of failure, not wanting to let people down. You know how much you have 
invested. You know how much people believe in you and trust you so there's always 
that motivation of '| know how much people have sacrificed for me or trust me, put 
confidence in me, believe in me, so I want to make them proud. | want to do right 
by them,” 

Indeed, much has been invested in the Depeaux's restoration and another local 
business’ failure is a dark cloud in Decatur. According to the listing on the 
Schumacher Group's website, more than $1 million was spent on renovations. In 
2007, Bill Sharkey, a Florida transplant who opened and operated 17 restaurants, 
was getting ready to retire when he decided to have a final go at restoring the 1891 
structure which was formerly the Freight Depot restaurant that closed about a 
decade ago. The building had to be moved away from the railroad train tracks as it 
was deemed too close for comfort by city officials.

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Agnes Scott Rings Change Over Time? .Spring Break: Feisty Doesn’t

As the Sophomore Ring Ceremony 
approaches, many may wonder about the 
distinctive Agnes Scott ring. For several 
decades, the ring.with its square of black 
onyx has been used as a signifier of mem- 
bership in the "Black Ring Mafia.” How 
did it come to be? After digging 
through the archives in the 
McCain Library with Agnes Scott 
archivist and '74 alumnae, 
Marianne Bradley, these few 
facts were discovered. 

The first year the rings were 
ordered, from the company 
Herff Jones, was in 1926. Nine 
were ordered, and Herff Jones 
continued to make the Agnes 
rings throughout the decades, 
although they did not make them each 
year. 

For example, my ring, which is 
1974, they did not make, " said Ms. 
Bradley, pointing out the list of years that 
indicated when Herff Jones manufactured 
the rings. 

In the beginning, it was a gold signet 
ring with the degree on one shank (side) 

~and the year on the other. For a brief time, 
in 1928, the year disappeared, and the let- 
ters "B" and “A” were on opposite shanks, 
but by the next year, the year returned. 

It should also be noted that the letter- 
ing for the degree was "AB" until 1940. 

In 1933, a new top appeared on the | 
ring. It was a dome of yellow gold with 


the words "Agnes Scott College Anno 
Domini MDCCCXC” engraved upon it. 

So when, then, did the Agnes Scott ring 
begin to bear its unique onyx stone? In 
that same year, the three upcoming classes 
requested a new design for the ring. A 
committee was formed for this purpose. In 
the old newspaper, then called The 
Agonistic (a word which means, “argumen- 
tative’), the people who were indicated to 
be the members of this team were 
chairwoman Loice Richards, jun- 
iors Mary Jane Evans and Alberta 
Palmour, sophomore Alice 
McCallie, and first-year 
Isabel McCain. 

By 1934, the new 
ring was introduced and 
was noted for being innovative for 
a southern women’ college, not just 
because of the stone, but also in terms 

of shape, size, and engraving. In 1935, 
the Alumnae Association voted against any 
further changes, although minor alter- 
ations have occurred since then. 

Ms. Bradley, for instance, pointed out 
the differences between her ring and some 
of the rings in the archives. The rope-like 
border were more prominent in some 
years, the letters in some engravings over- 
lapped. Different fonts appeared over the 
time. ° ( 

One of the biggest changes, however, 
has been the nominal cost. During the 
Depression era, the gold rings went for 
$12.50. Now, the cheapest Agnes rings 
total over $200. ~

Roger Ebert said, of the 
soggy feature-length-montage 
romantic comedy, that it's a 
perfect movie for first dates; if 
they liked it, no need for a 
second. What was marketed 
and very thinly veiled as the 
american version of 
Love Actually seems like 
just that: a less serious, 
more star-studded, less 
passionate, less-funny 
mirror image of a film 
that most rom-com 
watching moviegoers 
already know and love. 
Compared with Love 
Actually's classic and 
ironic tune list, the 
patronizingly obvious 
soundtrack is padded 
with cast-member hits, 
namely those of Taylor 
Swift, whose storyline

The movie may, in fact, be a secretly brilliant state- 
ment on the subtle and obvious cultural differences 
between Britain and the U.S.

2010 Trail of Dreams runs through Atlanta

Imagine traveling from Miami, FL to Washington, DC—not by 
an airplane, a train, or even a car: your own two feet. The Trail 
of Dreams is composed of four students: Felipe Matos, Gaby 
Pancheco, Carlos Roa, and Juan Rodriguez, who have been 
doing just that since January 1, 2010. Having come to the 
United States with their families when they were young, the four 
students, now in their twenties, are walking from their homes in 
Miami to the nation’s capital. The four students make up The 
Trail of Dreams, launched with the support of three organiza- 
tions: Students Working for Equal Rights, Florida Immigrant 
Coalition, and Presente.org 

Along the way they are stopping in cities to share their stories 
and raise awareness about the ongoing debate over unauthorized 
immigration in the United States. Through February 26th to the 
29th, the walkers will be in Atlanta, and Latinas Unidas of Agnes 
Scott has been working the Georgia Latino Alliance for Human 
Rights (GLAHR) in preparation to welcome the walkers’ arrival. 
On Thursday, February 25, Latinas Unidas will be hosting an 
event called Immigrant Narratives, which will include talking 
about The-Trail of Dream walkers’ arrival into Atlanta. 

“We want to model it after the Tunnel of Oppression, a set of 
rooms to create a tunnel or passageway that people walk through 
and see things people acting out forms of oppression and see 
how things are for people in marginalized communities,” said 
Irene Rivera '12, member of Latinas Unidas. “The plan is to set 
up several scenes and act out common immigrant experiences, 
taken from actual, real-life experiences.”

immigration status, such as not being able to receive financial aid 

in college tuition, the worries of being identified as unauthorized 
immigrants. by the national government, to name a few. 

Although one of the students, Juan Rodriguez, has become a per- 
manent resident with the help of his step-mother, his biography 
section mentioned the responsibility he feels to help American. 
citizens understand the perspective of other college-aged unau- = 
thorized immigrants in the United States. 

"What | love best is how they [the walkers] find communities 
along their journey and give them a voice they haven't had 
before just by spreading the word on their blog and assisting 
town meetings,” said Kalena Williams '11, Vice President of 
Latinas Unidas. “The four walkers are a inspirational reminder 
to students who are personally affected by the current perspec- 
tive on undocumented immigration” 

The walkers have arrived already in Georgia, and will be com- 
ing in from Riverdale, GA. Latinas Unidas hopes to to-organize 
an event to gather people to join the walkers for the four to five 
hour walk from Riverdale to Atlanta as well as host a welcome 
party on the West side of Atlanta. 

"It's been really interesting trying to work on this project to 
welcome them here. What they're doing is seemingly small but 
they're getting so much attention from the media. So many 
people from Georgia have contacted GLAHR and asked how 
they can help,” said Rivera. “It's been really powerful and 
encouraging. You don't need a huge number of people to spread 
a message. A small group of students can do this too and make 
a big impact.”

The 2010 Academy Awards Show is celebrating mediocrity and pushing the 
prestige of its own existence down the toilet. The Oscars have been cele- 
brated as the most prestigious awards ceremony for 82 years 
Apparently 82 years of pomp and circumstance have run their course, 
as is evident by the extensive and extraneous Best Picture list for the 
2010 Award Show 

Now, this is not to say that any of the movies do not deserve to be 
on the list - they are all quality films with a surprising amount of vari- 
ety - there are simply too many nominees 

Typically the list contains one or two front-runners and a few films 
that are award-worthy, but everyonepretty much knows will not be 
taking home a statue. Extraneous films in the typical line up, which 
consists of five or so films, is acceptable and really makes sense 
Theoretically the films are of the same caliber, one just lacks a certain 
milieu that translates into popular success and thus a win.

Then, the 
clips that will inevitably be played of the movies before the award is 
announced - in the time it will take to do that one could have gone back in 
time and saved Marty McFly and stopped Biff from turning into a maniacal 
fiend and come back to hear the winner. 

Now to the meat of this issue: the movies themselves. Each film is, in itself, 
a quality story with all of the accoutrement of a champion. But not everyone 
can be a winner, not every film can possibly reach the prestigious (and per- 
haps preténtious) standard that previous winners have. While some may praise 
the academy for their appreciation of different genre - factory house, animat- 
ed, science fiction, historical, re-happenings to name a few - the Academy 
Awards is perhaps the one place that should, theoretically, transcend the poll-

The nominees for Best Picture should encompass all aspects of film and exem- 
plify excellence for the year. “Avatar” has been criticized for its screenplay,

The nominees really should be movies that are nominated in other 
categories as well, categories that denote cinematic excellence 
While this does mean that one movie will probably take home too 
many trophies and not share with the others, it is a clear identifier 
for who is going to win.

The last year when ten films were nominated for the Best Picture category 


at the Academy Awards was 1943. Casablanca won for the Best Picture: 
Then the traditional number became five nominations until this year. 
After last year's snub of box-office hit The Dark Knight and favorite, 
Wall-E, the Academy announced on June 24, 2009 that it would 
allow for ten nominations for Best Picture. And it makes sense. 

In.1943, less than hundred feature-length films were released, while 
nearly five-hundred were released this year. It is easy to say that 
movie quality. has gone down with the advent of the expansion of 
movie releases. Because the five studio mold was broken in 1948, it is 
easier to make a feature film now, especially for independent film 
makers.

This one would've hard to fill this year, but the Academy 
probably would have gone with The Hurt Locker because critics universal- 
ly adore it. A sort of wildcard category remains, allowing the Academy to 
double up on any of the previous slots, or through in something a little 
scary, a little funny, a little musical, like No Country for Old Men, Little 
Miss Sunshine or Chicago. This could've gone to Inglourious Basterds this 
year. 


But look at the five movies left that have yet to fill the predetermined 
slots: An Education, Precious: Based on the Novel “Push” by 
Sapphire, Up, A Serious Man and District 9. If An Education, 
District 9 or Precious had come out in 2009, they would have had 
to be satisfied with a nomination in the graveyard of indie poten- 
tial Best Picture nominees: Best Screenplay. And Up, this beloved 
film, virtually guaranteed to win Best Animated Film, would not 
be ranked among its peers because of its different format. A 
Serious Man, which done in a strange and bizarre almost art-film 
style showcases misanthropy at its best, would have been 
ignored beyond The Coen Brothers’ circle of fans. 

Luckily, we have these five other nominations, and hope- 
fully will continue to have them in years to come because 
even if only one can win, a nominated movie has more of a 
chance to represent the year it was released in the future 
And | want the best movies possible to represent 2009, and | 

think it takes more than five films to capture what cinema 
meant this past year.

Filibuster: 


Dutch for free booty, American for pain-in- -the- -aSS

the ULS. Senate have reintroduced two 
terms that most Americans probably 
would not have heard of otherwise: fil- 
ibuster and cloture vote. In light of 
this recent popularity boost, I'd like to take a moment to 
give a brief history of the terms, provide a frame of ref- 
erence for frustrated Agnes Scott students dealing with 
similar situations in the classroom, and hypothesize a 
different conceptualization of the marketplace of ideas 
in American government and universities. 

"Filibuster" was first popularized as an American politi- 
cal term in the mid-nineteenth century, a Dutch-English 
word meaning “free booty” or “pirate” and referring to 
those senators and representatives who used rule loop- 
holes to steal and dominate floor time during legislative 
debate. Unless unanimous consent was reached by all 
legislators present, debate was unlimited and the floor 
could be held by one person and his or her (... but most- 
ly just his) supporters indefinitely. Quickly eliminated 
by strict House of Representatives rules, the filibuster is 
still alive and well in the Senate. In 1947, after two full 
years of filibusters and subsequent legislative gridlock, 
the Wilson administration pushed through the “cloture 
rule” (Senate Rule 22), allowing for an end to filibusters 
if two-thirds of the Senators present agree to silence 
their colleague(s) by limiting debate. While the cloture 
rule has helped to eliminate grandstanding by lone sena- 
tors for individual gain or personal gratification, its prac- 
tical application has been the necessity. of agreement of 
60 senators, rather than the usual 51, on issues regarding 
appointments and controversial pieces of legislation. 
Rule 22 not only failed to prevent the use atthe fili- 
buster in the U.S. Serfate, but'also created a system con- 
trary to what every elementary school-er worth her 


weight ) social studies worksheets Litas. democracy 
means majority, and majority means just more than a 
half. And while C-SPAN aficionados across the 50 states 
might cringe at the mention of a mechanism to end per- 
petual senatorial pontification, perhaps the recent 
nation-wide attention to the 60-40 (or 59-41) Senate 
split makes this legislative session the perfect time for a 
heartfelt discussion of the dverall point of the American 
political system. 

Few would deny the strategic usefulness of the fili- 
buster for the minority party in the Senate, it silences 
the majority by stalling debate and forcing the develop- 
ment of more moderate and centrist legislation. 
Conversely, arguments against the use of the filibuster as 
a political strategy tend to come from the party in con- 
trol of the Senate when trying to pass a contentious bill 
or clear a divisive political appointee: supermajority 
requirements weaken the ability of the legislative branch 
to provide an adequate check on the executive and judi- 
ciary by destroying majority rule. To criticize the fili- 
buster, therefore, is politically idiotic for the minority 
party and hypocritical for the majority. But in order for 
rules to change, blame for greed and gridlock must be 
shared equally by both major political parties. 
Democrats and Republicans alike need to be willing to 
put political posturing on hold in favor of the rejection 
of an utterly ridiculous and undemocratic loophole in 
the Senate rules. But why haven't we done so? 

In my mind, American lawmakers are stuck in a rut 
similar to that of many. American students: we under- 
stand plurality and the marketplace of ideas ina very 
different way than our British counterparts. In the 
American presidential system, the legislature functions 
as a balance to the executive and tends to stall legisla- 
tion, allow each branch to blame the other for gridlock 
or failure, and react slowly to changes of public opinion. 
In the British parliamentary system, the Prime Minister 
is elected by the legislature to lead the majority, stream- 
lining the passage of legislation and allowing for 
changes in direction at a much quicker rate. It's why 


healthcare passed in the U.K. 60 years and counting 
before it will in the ULS., despite eerily similar party ide 
ology and distribution. Similarly, American liberal arts 
classrooms function as arsenals for long, student-cen- 
tered discussions that work slowly through issues pre- 
sented in readings,compared with British universities, 
which tend to default to professors as experts, avoid off- 
the-cuff arguments that seem to stall conversation, and 
use readings and individual encounters to discuss minor 
issues outside of class. Granted, the analogy isn't perfect 
But it might be a good way to frame a healthy debate 
about the democratic process. 

While Americans seem to see floor debate and class- 
room time as appropriate forums for the deliberation of 
hypothetical minutiae, the British system seems to favor 
throwing caution to the wind and testing theories in 
practice or in later personal or group reflection. While 
both are legitimate ways to learn and debate, the 
American way of thinking lends itself to particularly 
nasty masturbatory practices: the Senate filibuster and 
the self-gratifying student tangent. Don't get me wrong; 
| love a little intellectual self-indulgence as much as the 
next Foucault enthusiast. But unless my scholarly pas- 
sions further the discussion at hand, | choose to save 
them for after class, most often in the privacy of my 
own study carrel. Knowing when to say no to random 
interjections or stall tactics doesn't stifle discussion or 
debate; on the contrary, it enhances group learning and 
public legislation by allowing for the completion of 
thoughts, concepts, or code enactments before unfound 
ed or uninformed insertions of personal opinion. Be it ir 
the Halls of Congress or the Floors of Buttrick, 
Americans need to start thinking a little harder about 
whether their individualistic methods of participation 


_are actually contributing to the marketplace of ideas or 


are working more toward the inflation of their own 
egos. Maybe at that point we could get through a whol« 
syllabus, or even give healthcare the old college try.

to play. The culprit was a scuffle in the stands between fans. 

The game was an important one for both teams. If Agnes Scott lost then they 
would lose a home-court advantage for the 
first round of the Great South Athletic 
Conference. If Huntingdon lost, they 
would miss their chance to play in the 
tournament at all. 

"There was a lot of pressure on this game, 
and it was magnified because there were a 
lot of things on the line,” said Joeleen 
Akin, director of athletics. Akin went on to 
say that because the playoffs were at stake, 
the players were more prone to playing 
rough, although the officials were not call- 
ing many fouls, a sentiment was corrobo- 
rated by several accounts reported to ath- 
letics, public safety and the office of the 
dean of students 

"As | understand it, one of the fans made 
a comment to the effect of “If the ref does- 
nt call that I'll bloody her nose” the family 
members (of ASC student) heard, turned 
around, said something back and it all 
broke loose," said Dean of Students Donna 
Lee. “It sounded like somebody touched, 
tapped, shoved a mom's shoulder and one 
of her family members got upset. Someone 
was pushed and they rolled down the 
bleachers—everyone started getting 
involved that was in that section, no stu- 
dents.” 

The fight was between fans in the stands 
and was incited because of the rough, 
physical nature of the game. The game was

stopped after a Huntingdon player had the wind knocked out of her and was attend-

although no one was arrested or given a citation. Game officials asked the bleachers 
to be cleared and fans to leave the court. 

“Because it was fans in the stands and [the officials] couldn't tell who started What it 
was just better that everyone leave,” Akin said. “It's different if it's players because 
they can be ejected our suspended from the next game or two. Since it was fans it 
was such a unique situation that | think it blew everyone away because they hadn't 
really seen something like that.” 

{ Fans at basketball games sit in close 
proximity to one another. Often, only one 
set of bleachers is pulled out from the 
wall. 

“Unless we're expecting a lot of people, 
normally we don't pull out the bleachers 
behind the team benches and everyone 
just sits across from them,” Akin said. “If | 
would foresee a big crowd then yes | 
would pull them out. There were no 
games this year that | thought were going 
to be heavily attended that we would need 
to do that. But from now on, we'll pull the 
bleachers out.” 

The closeness of the fans played a part in 
the altercation because their comments are 
usually heard by all those sitting nearby. 

“At all games, you sit and hear smack talk 
all around you,” Lee said. 

In response to the scuffle, the athletics 
department will make both sets of bleach- 
ers available during the games. They have 
even moved the section signs to reflect the 
changes. 

“Two things | learned from this game 
would be A) I don't care if | only expect 
five people in the stands. we'll always pull 
the bleachers out behind because if you're 
mingled in together and it's a close game 
and there's a lot of pressure on the game, 
that doesn't help any,” Akin said. “And B) 
then there will always be a security officer

Lacrosse vs. Observatory: A battle for light

Due to the lack of lighting on Agnes Scott College's Gellerstedt Track and Field, the 
Scottie lacrosse team, in particular, is forced to host many of their practices at the 
Decatur High School field. 

Unlike the fall sport of soccer, lacrosse is specifically affected by the absence of light- 
ing because they begin practicing in the winter when it gets dark early, explained Kate 
Schuhlein '12, a member of the Agnes Scott soccer team. 

During the months of January and February, lacrosse practice began at 7 p.m. and 
ended at 9 p.m. The early sunset in the beginning of the semester meant that the 
lacrosse practices took place at night. With no lights on the field, the team could not 
practice at the College until the days got longer. The team was thus forced to move 
their practices to the Decatur High School Field, which has lights. 

The simplest solution to the problem would be to install lights at Gellerstedt Track 
and Field. Unfortunately, this is out of the question. 
The position of the field is such that any lighting 
installed would have a direct effect on the observations 
taking place at Bradley Observatory. The light pollu- 
tion created by the field lights would disrupt the 
Astronomy Labs and interfere with any readings taken 
by the LIDAR, a laser used for “the remote sensing of 
atmospheric matter and clouds” 
(physics.agnesscott.edu). Frese are, in fact, prime 
examples of why lights were not permitted on the field 
in the first place, 

"The lighting of the field has been an ongoing dis- 
cussion between Dr. Chris DePree, Coach Nicolle 
Williams, and Coach Joe Bergin,” said Sophia Newton 
‘11, a physics and’chemistry double major and member 
of the lacrosse team. 

Newton stressed that although practicing off campus 

may not be ideal, DePree's reasons against lighting 
the field are certainly valid.

teams attending regularly. 

“For basketball, yes, the 
amount of spectators has 
increased. They've become 
very competitive now and 
have been making the play- 
offs so that's bringing out 
more people to see them,” 
said Henry Hope, chief of 
Agnes Scott police. “In the 
past there 

weren't many people at the 
games. | came here years 
ago and | went to a couple 
games and there were very 
few people.” 

Yet despite the increased 
attendance, but no one fore- 
saw the safety issues that pre- 
sented themselves at the Feb. 
20 game. 

"It's one of those things you 
couldn't anticipate happen-

for it.” 

Because of the incident, there will be increased security at all basketball games. 

“We increased our police presence in light of that fight at the Spelman game, and 
for the remaining games of the season. This is-going to be standard protocol for the 
future seasons to have police officers present for these games,” Hope said. 

As an extra pre- 
caution, there will 
also be security at 
other sporting 
events, such as 
lacrosse and espe- 
cially softball, 
which is played 
off campus. 

“This isa 
womens college 
and safety is first, 
so | would feel 
better having an 
officer in the soft- 
ball area. There's 
people that come 
and go from that 
park and I just 
don't want to put 
our student ath- 
letes in jeopardy 
of anything,” Akin 
said. “It just makes 
me feel better and | know it makes our student athletes, and especially their parents, 
feel better.” 

In light of rumors that students were hesitant to attend sporting events, Akin wanted 
to make sure the community understood that security was increased 

"This shouldn't happen again. It is safe to come to our games. We do have a safe 
environment.”

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Tommie Smith: Message behind Silent Gesture

In the midst of the 2010 Vancouver Olympics, Agnes Scott College welcomed 
1968 Olympic gold medalist Dr. Tommie Smith with his autobiography Silent 
Gesture. Agnes Scott's black student association, Witkaze, hosted the event and 
brought out people including other Olympic medalists and an academic track team 
from all over the Atlanta metropolitan area 

Witkaze's executive board, along with other guests including Agnes Scott faculty 
and staff, community members and the College's first black graduate Edna Lowe 
Smith, greeted Smith in the Alumnae House for an intimate dinner before Smith was 
to deliver his speech, The dinner-was a chance for individuals to convene and even 
take photos with-the medalist 

Agnes Scott's first black Dean, Donna Lee, was in attendance along with her — 
twelve-year-old son, Jonathan Thomas 

"Meeting Tommie Smith was great! It was like touching a part of my history,” said 
Thomas. “I felt honored that he wanted to talk to me and answer my questions.” 

After the dinner, Smith proceeded to Lower Evans where he would deliver his 
speech. There was a brief video of commentary at the beginning about Smith's life 
and career including words from the first black U.S. president Barack Obama 
Witkaze's co-advisor Dean Sanders-McMurtry opened the night with a welcome 
speech and acknowledged prominent guests. Vironka Davis '10, co-president of 
Witkaze, gave an introduction. of Smith right afterwards. 

"Dr. Smith has been someone that I've heard about my whole life; it was nice to 
see everyone be so excited to hear him speak,” said Davis. “It's an honor to be able 
to have him at Agnes Scott.” 

Coming up onstage, Smith began to deliver a speech that embodied not only his 
feelings on the 1968 Olympics, but also a message of encouragement for the class of 
2010, or as he put it, “you ten folks.” 

“Being the best you can be is not an option,” said Smith. “I challenge '10 to sup- 
port proactivity.” 

His speech ended with a question and answer session followed by a book signing 
and mingling of guests. Amongst those guests was a track and field team called 
IMPACT, started by Olympic bronze medalist Melvin Pender, a very close friend to 
Smith. The team is comprised of 40 students who must maintain a 4.0 GPA in order 
to participate, and 14 of them are nationally ranked athletes. They compete during 
the summer season and work to fight against childhood obesity. 

Lynn Hampton, director and head coach of IMPACT Athletics, is keen on the team 
being “students first and athletes second.” She felt the students could learn a lot from 
hearing Smith speak, so the whole team came out to participate. 

"| want them to know how easy they (students) have it,” said Hampton. 

One particular runner, the 15-year-old Alayna Famble from Conyers, GA, admitted 
that the team had a great impact on her. She tried out in middle school and has 
stuck with it ever since.

New Georgia traffic bill: Slowpoke drivers, beware

Early this February, 
state Representative 
Mark Butler decided 
to propose a new 
bill-House Bill 1047- 
to penalize drivers 
who are blocking 
the passing lane with 
$75 tickets. He calls 
it the “slowpoke 
bill.” 

According to 
www.times-geor- 
gian.com and 
Georgia code sec- 
tion 40-6-184, a 
driver would be 
fined “once such 
person knows or 
should reasonably 
know that he is 
being overtaken in 
such lane from the 
rear by a motor vehicle traveling at a higher rate of speed, except when such motor 
vehicle is preparing for a left turn." However, drivers sticking to speed limits and 
being tailgated by speeders would not be pulled over or penalized. 

Road rage is a large factor in Butler's reasoning for this bill. When there are drivers 
going too slowly in the left lane, other drivers can get aggravated and zigzag 
between lanes. This results not only in congestion, but also in safety hazards. While 
the bill would chiefly concern state troopers for multi-lane roads and interstate 
highways, any law enforcement would be entitled to implement it. 

Butler claims that the bill would help to lessen congestion problems and better 
enlighten the public about keeping the left lane clear. His only concern is that the 
bill would give fast drivers the false impression that they can speed without penalty 
If passed, the “slowpoke bill" will be implemented on July 1

A little closer to home are the car policies for Agnes Scott College. While stu- 
dents are permitted to have cars on campus from first year on, there are still plenty 
of parking restrictions. "Don't park on the loop ever, ever!" said Lori Finklea '10, 
who has had a car on campus since fall 2007. 

While she admitted that she had not read the packet on Agnes Scott car policies 
that she received when she purchased a parking ticket, Finklea shared that she 
knows almost everything is student-only-with the exceptions of the parking garage 
and the loop. However, Finklea is not satisfied with Agnes Scott parking. She said 
that there is never parking in the Hopkins/Inman lot, nor is there in the 
Winship/Walters lot. She wishes these lots were bigger 

During her time at-Agnes Scott, Finklea has been ticketed once for parking in the 
Hopkins/Inman lot in what was not an actual space. She explained that she con- 
fused the only parking space lines with the new lines. But her dissatisfaction did not 
come from being ticketed, but from receiving an additional sticker on her driver's 
window. She had to spend a long time scrubbing at the sticker with Windex to 
remove it. 

“There is no reason to put a sticker on my car. That is totally unnecessary,” Finklea 
said. She went to Public Safety to ask why they added the sticker, and received the 
explanation that sometimes students do not notice tickets, but they are sure to 
notice stickers. Sometimes Public Safety even puts two stickers on students’ cars. 

Finklea expressed that since she had neither previous nor outstanding tickets, it 
was unfair for her to get a sticker. She suggested that Public Safety use car boots or 
email instead of stickers to further inform students of their tickets, so that their car 
windows would not be harmed with the removal of the sticker(s). 

"| haven't had it, but | don't understand why it's necessary," said an anonymous 
student (who will be referred to as Jane Smith) in reference to the car stickers. "At 
the college | attended over the summer, you do not have to pay for parking.” 

She had received a ticket once at that school, but no sticker. “Noticing a ticket on 
your car is a life skill!" said Smith while laughing. At the same time, she agreed with 
Finklea that Public Safety should stop putting stickers on cars. 

Regarding the proposed “slowpoke bill,” both Finklea and Smith thought it would 
make sense. “I get really annoyed by people going super-slow in the left lane,” said 
Smith. In the event that the bill is passed, Finklea suggested airing a public service 
announcement on television to educate the public about the new bill. However, she 
wondered how police would pull drivers over in the left lane without slowing traffic 
even more. Smith, on the other hand, thinks congestion would lessen because the 
incentive would be enough for law-abiding drivers to keep the left lane clear. 
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Agnes Scott Students “Make Money” for New Orleans

Over time, a collection of handdrawn hundred-dollar bills has accumulated in a 
corner in Evans Dining Hall. Next to this collage sits a table stocked with more 


blank bills and art supplies. Is this the Federal Reserve gone preschool? 

Not exactly. The finished hundred-dollar bills are for The Fundred Dollar Bill 
Project, which was the brainchild of noted interdisciplinary artist Mel Chin. 
Coming down to New Orleans after Hurricane Katrina, he was struck by the 


widespread devastation. Eventually, he learned of 
the ongoing lead contamination in the soil in 
New Orleans, which had been exacerbated by the 
hurricane. 

Approximately 86,000 properties in the city 
have unsafe levels of lead. 

Mr. Chin, in an interview over the phone, 
describe the effects of lead contamination on peo- 
ple togo back even into prenatal development. 
Lead has been shown to negatively affect brain 
development, having been linked to learning dis- 
abilities and even delinquent behavior. 

Operation Paydirt developed as a-way to pro- 
vide the scientific solution, Treat-Lock-Cover. 
(TLC), to neutralize lead in the city, so that not ~ 
only New Orleans could rebuild in an environ- 
mentally healthy fashion but also serve as a model 
to other lead-stricken cities in the United States, 
including Atlanta. However, the cost to neutralize 
New Orleans lead is approximately 300 million 
dollars. The Fundred Dollar Bill Project was then 
born as a way.to support Operation Paydirt. 

“Well, the project developed because there was 
no capital to support a solution,” said Mr. Chin. “. 
. .You go to the city, and you find out, it bears 
out, that 30, 50 percent of the inner-city child- 
hood population is lead-poisoned. . . then, [to fix 
the problem] you get a number like 300 million, 
maybe 250 million [dollars]... then how much is 
allocated for that, and you hear zero. Okay, we 
won't be able to raise that much money through 
what we earn, as a scientist, as a medical techni- 


cian or anything Okay then, we'll have to make it." 


Through the project, everyone from schoolchildren to, according to Mr. Chin, 
Uma Thurman, creates individualized bills to support the clean-up of New 
Orleans. Mr. Chin hopes to collect three million of these Unique artworks (via a 
vegetable-fueled, armored truck, though he is not always found with it) and, by

September, take the bills to the steps of the Capitol and request that the Fundreds 
be exchanged for the real equivalent.

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Eat, drink and be merry!: An 
atheist’s perspective on Lent

Despite being a Presbyterian schook, Agnes Scott is more religious in name than in practice, In recent weeks, however, this has 
changed for an obvious reason: Lent. During this season, one can hardly walk through the residence halls without being inundated 
with what “vices” her neighbor plans to give up for the next forty days and from the whiteboards on my floor alone, | know that there 
are at least six people planning on giving up elevators and another three giving up dessert. 

Now, | don't dare express my contrarian point of view publicly. For one, | would be the first té admit that as an atheist this practice is 
inscrutable to me. As someone who barely understands Christianity, the supposed redeeming factors of giving up something for forty 
days only to take it back up again come Easter are perhaps beyond me. For another, | would also be the first to admit that | have no 
right to judge that behavior, that | am so thoroughly removed from underlying beliefs that | simply cannot have an opinion on it. 

However, that debate does give rise to a bigger question: when is it appropriate to judge another religion, and when does that judg- 
ment cross the line into bigotry? Many would say that it is never acceptable to criticize another's religion, that such opinions are always 
bound to be harmful or uninformed. But, then, what of religious practices that are simply harmful? 

Take, for example, female genital mutilation. It need hardly be described, and I need hardly say why it is so terrible; but it is practiced 
widely throughout Africa, and it is considered to be a holy practice, one that is necessary in order for a woman to be truly ‘clean’. 
Certainly-hopefully-no one would say that simply because there is a religious reason for this. 

Equally controversial is metzitzah b'peh, an Orthodox Jewish practice wherein a mohel (the man who Sesto a circumcision on a 
baby) sucks blood from the circumcision wound. Much as with female genital mutilation, our natural instinct is to be repulsed-but do we 
have a right to be? 

Yes, the idea of an adult's mouth getting anywhere near a baby's genitals is inherently repulsive but if we're going to accuse religious 
officials of pedophilia, it would make much more sense to start with the Catholic Church-no branch of Judaism has weathered as many 
scandals on that front as has the Church. And yes, this practice in particular generated headlines few years ago when a mohel in New 
York City was inadvertently giving babies herpes, resulting in their deaths. However, it is telling that when that story broke, it was the 
first time many people had even heard of the practice-because that was one of the first times it had actually harmed the babies. 

There are, of course, many other bizarre religious practices | could mention-and judge-but they all go into one of two categories: they 
adversely affect other people or they don't. Female genital mutilation is clearly in the latter camp; metzitzah (as well as male genital 
mutilation, which is essentially what circumcision is) is in the former. There, it would seem is the clear divide-found in logic, not in 
repulsion. So, what can we learn from this? 

First and foremost, that one must withhold judgment at the risk of creating ill-informed opinions-but you knew that. More importantly, 
that religion neither absolves nor pardons all things and that to condemn customs because they stem from religion is as dangerous as 
condoning customs because they stem from the same. So, next time you happen to be wandering the floors of Agnes Scott's residence 
halls, whether or not you're celebrating Lent, take a moment and ask yourself: how odd might your religion look to others? And, more 
importantly, what gives you the right to judge? ; 
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Get ready for...

TOP TWENTY BY 2020? 


A student's suggestions for rising through the ranks 


During the course of the dean of the college search, 
students, faculty, staff and trustees were asked where 
they hoped to see Agnes Scott in ten years. While 
results varied, one of the most common responses was 
the desire to be somewhere in the top 20 liberal arts 
colleges in the United States. That's a pretty steep bill 
for future Dean Stefanco to pick up when she walks 
into Buttrick in July, so it might be beneficial to begin a 
campus-wide conversation on how we might get there. 

As a caveat, versions of this conversation have 
been happening since most of us were shoeless runts, 
and they will undoubtedly continue long after we leave 
the College. My goal is to center this particular discus- 
sion, and others of this nature in the future, around the 
concept of absolute academic excellence - something 
that all top 20 schools do particularly well but we seem 
not to grasp entirely. To kick off the conversation, | 
would like to introduce three possible sites of change: 
campus culture, academic standards, and funding. 
1.Campus Culture 
Climbing the liberal arts ladder is going to be difficult 
if we fail t6 recognize that high ranking schools make 
it a priority to engage students in academic life in and 

“out of the classroom and foster a campus culture that 
sees critical thinking as a fact of life. We claim to do so 
in most official documents, but it doesn't take long for 
new Agnes Scott community members to recognize 


that event attendance is unpredictable at best and dis- 
mal at worst, and that there is absolutely no rhyme or 
reason to the planning of speakers and other thought- 
provoking events, A comprehensive integration of the 
offices of the dean of students and the dean of the col- 
lege on the issue of extracurricular. events would 
increase communication about event timing, spark 
debate about the necessity a constant stream of all-too- 
similar campus happenings, and help create a campus 
culture in which students, staff and faculty intentionally 
plan to learn together, 

2.Academic Standards 

| would like first to draw a distinction between academ- 
ic standards and admission standards. The raising of 
admission standards, in my opinion, is a non-issue, at 
least at it pertains to this discussion. An institution that 
prides itself on phenomenal teachers ought to be able 
to handle the caliber of students we currently admit. 
The real issue is our collective lack of trust that stu- 
dents will meet standards any higher than they current- 
ly stand. Faculty members need to be pushing students 
to do more than skim articles and save final research 
papers for reading days, and students need to make a 
concerted effort to demonstrate that we can take what 
we're given and run with it if given the chance. 
3.Funding 

We've hit a point at which many of our most successful 


students share very few values with most of our wealth- 
iest donors. High-achieving queer students and outspo- 
ken progressives who should be selling points for the 
offices of development and admissions are few and far 
between at donor events, in admissions panels, and on 
campus mailers. As the argument currently stands, the 
school cannot afford to lose the support of parents and 
wealthy contributors who would turn away from a 
more “controversial” (read: gay and ultra-liberal) image 
of the student body. But how can we expect to rise 
through the ranks of academic excellence if we contin- 
ue to pander to antiquated concepts of reality that are 
slowly being eliminated as generations progress? We 
should not be making the conscious decision to present 
ourselves as more traditional than we actually are as 
institutions that value innovation and open-mindedness 
attract younger generations of current and future intel- 
lectuals. 

Moving from liberal arts college #59 to a coveted place 
in the top 20 is never going to happen unless we har- 
ness what Agnes Scott already possesses - phenomenal 
faculty members, a dedicated staff, and students look- 
ing for.a challenge - and push ourselves to do every- 
thing humanly possible to foster an intentional culture 
of academic excellence. 
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Meet Coach Glen Hill: Agnes Scott’s Australian tennis coach

Coach Glen Hill began playing tennis when he was 
seven or eight years old in his hometown of northern 
Australia, nearby where Crocodile Dundee was filmed. 

When asked sterotypical “Aussie” questions about “sea’ 
crocodiles, he quickly responded by saying that 
Australia has “saltwater crocodiles, and they will go into 
the ocean just not very far from the shore. They're good 
swimmers, but they prefer shallower water 

Impressed by his quick knowledge of reptilian crea- 
tures, more questions followed as to his upbringing in + 
the land down under. 

"Well, where I grew up, you have to [know 
about saltwater crocodiles ]...," Hill said, “If you 
don't know how they work, at some point 
youre probably going to get eaten. I'd rather 
not get eaten myself.” 

Hill's move from Australia to the United 
States occurred “around Christmastime of 97." 

“Originally,” he said, it was “just for a little 
holiday.” 

Hill's “little holiday” was extended when he 
was offered a tennis scholarship from Marietta'’s 
Southern Tech. 

“| went home to get my visa sorted out, but 
then | came back and played in college and 
everything, and I've been here ever since,” he 
said. 

Hill is in his fifth year of coaching Agnes 
Scott's tennis team. He expounds, saying, 
“Well, really, | started coaching | guess when | 
was about fifteen, back in Australia, at camps 
and everything.” 

For the past two consecutive years, he has 
won the Great South Athletic Conference Coach of the 
Year award. 

"To me, the biggest coaching accolade I've received 
was the conference championship [ASC’s tennis team]

won last year,” said Hill. "That means more to me than 
other coaches deciding | deserve some kind of award.” 

Danielle Patton, a sophomore who has been playing 
tennis for eight years, said that Coach Hill is “very 
understanding.” 

“Obviously with going to Agnes, [the tennis players] 
can get very stressed with academics,” she continued, 
"and he's very understanding in terms of being able to 
balance school and tennis. Our academics come first, 
and he never holds any of that against us.” 

Compared to other tennis coaches she's had in her 
eight years of tennis experience, she said that she “defi- 
nitely likes him more... | feel like what makes Coach 
Hill so different is that he's very tough...but he 
doesn't do it in any kind of mean or malicious 
way. His main goal is to teach us and improve 
our tennis,” 

Further complicating the mix is Hill's new 
position asa self-defense instructor at Agnes 

"I've been teaching self defense class for two 
semesters now,’ Hill said, “but I've been doing 
martial arts and self defense stuff since | was 
about ten.” 

Hill qualifies his martial arts training as “a 
smattering of things here and there.” He has. an 
intensive and multifaceted background in mar- 
tial arts, with experience in multiple genres-- 
everything from the traditional Korean Tang Su 
Do, to Japanese karate and Japanese swordsman- 
ship training, which he studied in Japan fora 
year. 

Hill has been led acréss the world in his pur- 
suit of tennis and the martial arts and each has 
accounted for many interesting and memorable 
experiences. 

“| was playing an international junior tour in 
Malaysia. The tennis courts were at the bottom of a 
mountain, and there were monkeys all over the side of 
the mountain,” said Hill. “] guess they'd been living on 
the mountain for who knows how long and watching all 


these tennis matches. They would copy the people. So 
these monkeys would sit on the side of the mountain 
and clap when the points were finished and stuff. | just 
had a little crowd of spectator monkeys, and that was 
pretty weird. It was a bit of a surreal moment.” 

Hill continued to reference his travels, describing his 
favorite sites 

He said, “I 
couldn't really 
give you a 
favorite place 
They're all 
different...! 
love Australia 
just for...the 
beaches. | 
just think 
they're beauti- 
ful beyond 
compare.” 
Living in 
Japan for a 
year was what 
Hill called a 
“surreal expe- 
rience.” He 
continued, 
saying; "obvi- 
ously, my experience in the US has been a good one, 
too, or | wouldn't still be here.” 

Coach Hill also works as a husband and ther His 
daughter is almost two years now, a little over 22 
months old, 

He laughed, then revealed a bit of exciting news, say- 
ing, ‘l have one on the way, actually. | have a little boy 
coming...I'm really excited about it.” 

Hill said, “there's a lot of schedule jumbling” when 
asked how he balanced the various sectors of his life 
He explained by saying, "My wife and |...make our 
schedules work" so that his daughter is never alone.

Women Eat — in Evans. In order to provide solid 
meals for Scottie athletes whose schedules conflict 
with the once rock solid dining schedule, Food 
Services and the Athletic Department have negoti- 
ated a plan to make accommodations for Agnes 
Scott's players. 

After years of suggestions, Evans Dining Hall has 
finally extended its dinner hours from 7:00pm until 
7:30pm Monday through Thursday nights. This 
example of student input and visual administrative 
understanding resulting in change is made possible 
by the tightly knit community here at Agnes Scott 
College, it just took awhile, as change often does. 

The main problem with the previous dinner 
schedule was that it did not allow adequate time for 
athletes with night or late afternoon practices. This 
resulted in a quick depletion of an already low 
Scottie student-athlete declining balance. Athletes 
from sports like soccer, softball, lacrosse, tennis and 
basketball were all affected by the previously held 
hours in Evans that ran from 5:00pm until 7:00pm. 

"l just didn't want to eat in Mollie's all the time," 
says former lacrosse member Korea Black ‘13. Her 
sentiment was shared with several athletes who 
agreed that the variety of food in Evans is more 
appealing than the menu items sold in Mollie's 
Grille, which remains open late into the night. 

Tennis player Rachel Storz’13 admits the change 
in Evans’ hours is “definitely better” because most 
athletes are usually. hungry after practice and every- 
thing'in Mollie's is fried, with the exception of 
wraps and certain sandwiches. 

"| try not to eat in Mollies more than once or 
twice a week,” said Storz, "The matches, though, .

Dr. Amy Lovell, the chair of the Agnes Scott astronomy depart- 
ment, affirms this, Illustrating the affect of light pollution, Lovell 
compared the sky to a valley. Imagine.that this valley began to fill 
with water. A little bit of water would not harm your view of the 
bottom of the valley, but a lot of water would prevent you from see- 
ing it at all. The affect of the water on the view of the valley is 
comparable to light pollution’s affect on the night sky. The most 
important light pollution, explained Lovell, is the pollution that 
occurs within a mile to a mile and a half of the position of the tele- 
scope being used. The lights in the tennis court parking lot are 
pushing the limit, she said. 

“Light pollution, can keep us from detecting some of the most 
interesting objects,” said Lovell, “What is the point of having a tele- 
scope if it cannot detect faint objects?” 

As can be imagined, this situation is somewhat inconvenient. 
Catherine Varner ‘12 told how the team cannot start to use the 
Decatur field until 7:30pm, thirty minutes after the scheduled prac- 
tice time 

Jaynie Gaskin ‘11, a member of the Agnes Scott lacrosse team, also 
described how the lacrosse team would have an easier time schedul- 
ing practices if not for the lack of lighting on the field. She 
explained how the Agnes Scott athletic field is shared by many 
sports teams. Lacrosse and soccer-both use the field during the fall 
semester. In addition, the field is shared with surrounding schools, 
such as Renfroe Middle School and Decatur High School. Each 
team is desperate to cram their practices into daylight hours, said 
Gaskin. If there were lights, each team would have an easier time 
working out an effective schedule for the allocation of the field: 

Although it is not the most convenient arrangement, the lacrosse 
players have adjusted to having practice off campus. 

“You just learn to work it in to your schedule," said Kacey Gentry 
'13, a Scottie lacrosse player. “You get used to it.”” 

Gaskin described how Coach Williams is good about incorporat- 
ing the off-campus experience in to practice. For instance, the team 


begins practice by running together to the Decatur High School 
field. Also, practicing at Decatur High gives the team a chance to 
play ona turf field, said 
Gaskin. Most of the 
Scotties’ away games 
throughout the course 
of the season will be 
played on turf. 

The college is trying 
to take both the needs 
of the athletic teams and 
the department of 
astronomy into consid- 
eration. Lovell stated 
that a possible solution 
would be for Agnes 
Scott to invest in “hood- 
ed" street lamps. The 
hood over the top of 
the light would focus 
the rays, allowing less 
light to escape into the 
night sky. Half of 
Dougherty Street, the 
road that runs behind 
Bullock Science Center, 
has already been 
equipped with these 
hooded street lamps. 
Lovell mentions that if 
hooded lights were to 
be erected on the Agnes 
Scott Athletic field, 
attempts at scheduling 
would still have to be made. The astronomy classes wouldn't want 
to be held at the same time when these lights were in use.

MASS: Bridging the gap between people and outer space

In addition to Bradley Observatory and Alston Campus Center, where the sun and 
the Mercury are represented, components of the MASS have now been installed at 
another eight locations throughout Metro-Atlanta. Those are Decatur High School 
as Venus, DeKalb County Public Library as the Earth, Columbia Theological 
Seminary as Mars, Emory University's physics building as Jupiter, Georgia Tech's 
physics building as Saturn, Atlanta Hartsfield-Jackson International Airport as 
Uranus, and Sweetwater Creek State Park in Lithia Springs as Neptune. 

“| just happened to notice it [the model for Uranus] when | was at the airport the 
other day,” said Kylen Ford '13. "It was really interesting to see a tangible represen- 
lg of the solar system that's accessible to many people in a public place like 
that.” 

At each location; there are two large format panels that show the location of each 
planet and a scaled image of the planet could be found from each respective location 
in the orbit around the sun. 

- "| hope that the MASS has given people a new perspective of our solar system. 
Even if people do not understand astronomy, many are simply interested in it,” said 
DePree. 

The MASS is a permanent installation; all locations exhibiting the planets have 
agreed to leave the panels on display for the public to view. 

“For the future, we hope to develop curriculum about the solar system in primary 
education. | have spoken to Toby Emert [associate professor of education and direc- 
tor of teacher education] about edlaborating to have a grant to develop such cur- 
riculum,” said De Pree. 


In addition, Neil Dent, the current artist-in-residence, has used the MASS in his 


class and identified orbits of planets for his students. Dent and DePree also talked 
about the MASS and an idea to create a photo project related to it 

Dent eventually decided to take a picture of an object or location along the orbital 
path outlined by the MASS, and introduced it as part of the syllabus for his black 
and white photography class this semester. 

“| thought it would be a great idea to engage the students to explore areas connect- 
ed by locations within the orbital path,” said Dent. "| hope through this project, 
they got a firsthand experience at visually thinking about personal interests in pho- 
tography, different perspectives on seeing things in the world, and became aware of 
what is visually exciting to them.” 

Dent intentionally gave no guidelines for the MASS assignment, with an intention 
to encourage students to find their own vision. Caity Walker '11, one of the students 
on Dent's class, reflected upon her overall experience of the MASS photo assign- 
ment. 

"| focused on nature and architecture in my photography and | had a lot of fun 
with this project,” said Walker. “Even as a student without a car, | was able to take 
some shots | liked around campus and Decatur.” 

Throughout this semester, Dent and his students have been preparing a photo 
exhibit related to the MASS, which celebrated its opening night on Thursday, April 
15 at Bradley Observatory. 

"It's been great to be able to connect different fields such as science, writing, and 
photography. Each perspective allows people to see the city of Atlanta in a different 
way," said DePree. “The MASS is centered at Agnes Scott but branches out to the 
whole city of Atlanta and beyond with a much larger population and audience.”

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Marlay House looks, tastes and sounds like Ireland -

Walking into The Marlay House, I felt like I'd 
instantly traveled back to Dublin. The tile floor, the 
darkly stained wood, and snug style booths all gave 
me this overwhelming sense of being in a hole-in- 
the-wall pub on the Emerald Isle. There was even 
the occasional toddler romping around the bar, true 
to the lrish notion of pubs being a place for family. 

All this, before | even tasted the food! | order the 
veggie pot pie ($9) and a pint of Harp. Some friends 
order Fish and Chips ($9), a special called Limerick 
Chicken ($10) and the classic pint of Guinness, The 
beer selection is impressive, with international offer- 
ings ranging from 
Magners, a popular cider 
in Northern Ireland, to 
Murphy's Irish. Stout--a 
notable Guinness com- 
petitor, plus some more 
familiar imports like 
Corona and Heineken 
floating around too 
Their domestic selec- 
tions are mostly craft 
brews, with the local 
Sweetwater 420, the 
more adventurous 
Arrogant Bastard Ale, to 
the curious and fun Moylan’s Kilt Lifter ~ 

We had the good fortune of going to the Marlay on 
a Tuesday night, the regular live music night. A five- 
piece band of fiddles, spoons, a tin whistle playfully 
serenaded us through the night. The best thing 
about the band was that my friends and | could still 
have a conversation while sitting right next to them, 
yet they could be heard clearly from anywhere in the 
pub 

When our food came, we excitedly dug in, those 
with fish and chips utilizing the malt vinegar kept on 
the table. The Limerick Chicken was breaded, gar- 
licky and buttery, served with some steamed broccoli 
and redskin mashed potatoes. Inside my veggie pot 
pie was a veritable magma with carrots, potatoes, 
onion, mushrooms, and corn,.along with a side of the 
same mashed potatoes. Once | tried the dish, | was 
too impatient to wait for it to cool down before con- 
tinuing to eat. | don't regret my burnt tongue at all. 
Even as a meat-eater, | would order this dish again. 

On another occasion at the Marlay | ordered the 


lrish sausage and mashed potatoes ($9), served with 
onion gravy. Irish sausages have, if you can imagine, 
a lighter flavor than the spicy Italian sausage and 
salty Rolish kielbasa we are used to. This dish has 
quickly become a guilty pleasure of mine. | also 
ordered a snakebite--half cider and half lager--which 
is an item bars will serve but rarely have on the 
menu. Thankfully the Marlay doesn't include the 
shot of sickly sweet blackcurrant liqueur that most 
pubs in Ireland do. We also ordered a dessert for the 
table, Little Dubliners ($5), which are puff pastry 
profiteroles with Guinness ice cream in the middle, 
drizzled with chocolate and caramel. 
Yes, they are as delicious as they 
sound. 

One thing that wasn't-about the 
menu or the atmosphere caught my 
attention about the Marlay. | heard 
they are designated as “spandex- 
friendly", meaning they welcome 
} hordes of worn out bikers after a 
J race, and are casual enough that bike 
gear isn't frowned upon. | wanted to 
investigate this, | stopped to talk to 
some folks donning their racing.gear 
asked them about. how they know 
when a restaurant is cyclist-friendly, 


They told me the owner, Darren, is a cyclist himself - 


and they ride with him occasionally. When asked 
what “spandex-friendly” means, they chuckled, saying 
they'd never heard the term before, and aside from 
mentioning the self-explanatory elements, they said 
having well placed bike racks to keep an eye on your 
ride was.one of the biggest things about finding a 
bike friendly restaurant. The pub even hosts fun 
cyclist get-togethers, like watching La Fléche 
Wallonne, an annual Belgian road race. 

They introduced me to Darren and | chatted with 
him for a bit. He pointed out a few posters of 
cyclists on the walls, which I'd completely missed, 
and told me how he moved from Dublin to Atlanta 
back in 1996 to work for the Olympics. A few years 
later, he, his brother and sister decided to open a 
pub. And after the recent name change, here they 
are successfully securing their place as a local neigh- 
borhood joint in Decatur, jfist like a pub in Ireland 
would. 

The Marlay is definitely a restaurant where | want 


to become a regular. Everyone | bring here, be they 
friends from this year's Global Connections trip to 
Ireland or a food-loving friend, is instantly won over 
by the charm of this place. It's welcoming staff, great 
food, and cozy atmosphere make it a great hangout 
to meet people or catch up with friends. | even have 
a plan of action for my next visit: for Sunday morn- 
ing brunch, they ‘have freshly roasted beef and pota- 
toes, fresh veggies, and Yorkshire pudding, little rolls 
of baked batter made with the roast meat drippings.

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Office of Career Planning: Untapped resource or hidden treasure

As much as college students hate to admit it sometimes, there is a world outside the 
college gates, and eventually, there will come a time when they must buckle down 
and start planning their future. 

This is where the typical college Crees Planning Office comes in to assist. At 
Agnes Scott's Career Planning Office (not Career Services, as Director Catherine 
Neiner carefully pointed out) activities are offered that are universal to these types of 
offices in colleges across the country : help with job-searching strategies, resumes, 
interviewing, networking, and applications through individual sessions, skills and 
interests assessments, workshops, seminars, a resource library, a posting site for 
employers, and graduate-program advising with Dr. Gail Bell. 

“We hope that our relationship with the student body has been really good. The 
national average for students that visit their Career Services Offices is about 20 per- 
cent. Here, at Agnes Scott College, by the time a student graduates, we have seen 
over 90 percent of the students. So, we have an incredibly high average of students 
who have come through our office ore way or the other. . .our successes lie primarily 
in the students we see, particularly on an individual basis,” said Neiner. 

She also cited a couple of concerns: “In terms of things that have not quite been so 
successful. . . we struggle with attendance [at group events like panels]. That's one of 
the things that we always kick around. Where's the disconnect? We try to do activi- 
ties and promote programming that students have told us that they want. . . so if we 
knew the magic formula where the disconnect is that would be really helpful to us.” 

Neiner also mentioned the apparent lack of interest in internships, especially those 
geared specifically for Agnes Scott students. As an example? she noted that the tech- 
nological company NCR moved its national headquarters to Atlanta, and the college 
relations official, upon falling in love with the campus, offered two unpaid, for-credit 
internships specifically to Agnes Scott rising juniors and seniors. Only four people 
applied. “What's going on when these kind of things happen?” asked Neiner, asking 
whether or not it was timing, the interest, the promotion or something else. 

Heather Drew '10 and Meredith Goodman ‘10 offered a few clues. “They weren't 
particularly helpful in finding information about the grad program | want to go into 
because it is relatively new and never really seem to have a lot of opportunities for 
those looking for jobs in the sciences,” said Drew, also citing that she did not seek 
assistance for the two internships she did get, particularly feeling that it would not 
have been helpful for the one she had with the New Zealand.Department of 
Conservation. 

Goodman said, “While looking for internships as a student at ASC, | stopped by 
Career Planning a few times, but never really found an internship that suited my spe- 


cific interests. , . While I didn't find my amazing internship directly through Career 
Planning, it was through the hard work of the Agnes Scott administration,” mention- 
ing that she met alumna Giselle Martin '98 through a career dinner hosted by Career 
Planning and Alumnae Relations during the Sophomore Year Experience which land- 
ed her an internship which led her to the student affairs career track and eventually 
to a job at Georgia Tech. 

Both women, while acknowledging some of the useful services and the hard work of 
ate: Planning, also said they wished there was a more comprehensive alumnae net- 
work. 

“lam by no means an expert, but | feel like Agnes Scott is drastically under utiliz- 
ing it's most valuable resource, it's alumnae,” said Goodman. “Agnes Scott alumnae 
seem to be, literally, everywhere. | have run into alumnae in my professional circle 
doing everything from working as software developers to corporate recruiting or even 
fundraising. What they all have in common, in addition to being fabulous and feisty, 
of course, is their genuine interest in the welfare of other Scotties. From what I've 
seen, at Agnes and at Tech, the absolute best way to get hired is through connec- 


- tions. | wish that the Alumnae Relations and Career Planning Offices at Agnes Scott 


would work together to track and involve all of us alums into student job searches. 


‘I'd be happy to meet with interested students, talk about the transition from school 


to work, or offer my services in any other helpful way, and I personally know many 
other alumnae who would like to help current Scotties find their way in the world.” 

While some of the often-cited concerns of the student body seem unlikely to be 
implemented 
such as an on- 
campus Career 
Fair (Neiner 
pointed out 
there was no 
space on campus J) 
and that Agnes's 
miniscule student body was not large enough to attract potential employers — Agnes 
Scott and other small colleges with similar problems band together to host a Georgia 
Small College Career Fair each November, as well as participating in the Statewide 
Career Fair each April), surely a couple of suggestions could be put into place. As 
both Goodman and Drew pointed out, there is network of dedicated, successful 
alumnae willing to help Agnes Scott students if a more organized, cooperative struc- 
ture was put in place. A more comprehensive network might also help with Drew's 
concern about the lack of scientific positions for interested students like herself. 
Finally, perhaps if there was a better way for both Career Planning and the student 
body to communicate what they expect of each other, we could all become a little 
less nervous when graduation starts banging on our doors.

Atlanta roller derby at a glance

Roller derby, brought back from the 
ashes of the 1980s, has made a gradual 
return to fame in the past six years with 
the rise of such organizations as the 
Women's Flat Track Derby Association 
and release of the movie Whip It. Georgia 
has even joined the derby craze, forming 
their own league known as the Atlanta 
Rollergirls in 
2004. :

The rules of roller derby are easy to fol- 
low. The game consists of two thirty 
minute periods, which are in turn divided 
into bouts. At the beginning of a bout, 
each team sends five players to the start- 
ing line of the circular track. These five 
players act as “blockers.” 

Another player from each team, called a 
“jammer,” is sent to a starting point locat- 
ed exactly twenty feet behind that of the 
blockers. The 
first whistle 
blown by the 
referee cues the 
blockers. A sec- 
ond whistle is 
blown after five 
seconds and 
the race begins. 
Each jammer 
speed skates 
towards the 
"pack of roller 
girls ahead of 
them, simulta- 
neously elbow- 
ing past the 
blockers of the 
other team 
while vying for the position of lead jam- 
mer. Points are awarded for the number 


of enemy blockers the jammer can pass in 


the bout. The lead jammer is allowed to 
call off the bout. She can do this if she 
becomes tired or if the other jammer is 
racking up too many points for comfort. 
The jammer can be distinguished from 


the rest of the girls by the star she wears 
on her helmet.

The way of Natalie Stadnick

For Natalie Stadnick '11, kicking people in the head is a regular 
routine of her life. For the past three years, Stadnick has been prac- 
ticing taekwondo, a Korean martial art. Loosely translated as the 
way of the foot [kicking] and fist [punching], taekwondo is the 
national sport of South Korea. It combines techniques in combat, 
self-defense and meditation. Stadnick’s previous study of martial 
arts, including karate and Taido, a combination of taekwondo and 
boxing, provided a solid base for her current taekowndo pursuits. 

“My parents practice martial arts, and my mom had also done 
taekwondo. There was something that just clicked for me [with 
taekwondo],” said Stadnick. “In the beginning, | practiced so much, 
about two or three hours a day for six days out of the week. This 
resulted in some really sore tendons, but it was so much fun 
nonetheless,” 

Stadnick has been practicing at Atlanta's United Taekwondo for 
her entire career. Last year, she competed at the National 
Collegiate Taekwondo Association Championships at Brown 
University, winning the gold medal. She competed again this year 
in the Championships on April 17 and 18 in Denver, Colorado. 

"Taekwondo is very much both a physical and mental sport. Your 
mind has to be in the right place in order to perform well,” said 
Stadnick. “And even though it's one-on-one when you compete, 
there is always a level of respect between you and the opponent by 
the way you bow to each other before you begin.” 

Taekwondo matches are carried out in a bracket style. For compe- 
titions, Stadnick travels with her coach and other competitors from 
her taekwondo school to the match site. In between waiting for

others to compete and for her own match, Stadnick uses the time to warm up and stretch. Once she is called for the 


fight, she puts on her gear, which includes a helmet and chest and rib guards. 


“My worst injury was probably when | fractured my foot after making contact with somebody's elbow. Other than 
that, I've had lots of bruising in interesting areas. I've come to consider ice a good friend,” said Stadnick. 

In taekwondo, practitioners follow the Five Tenets, which are intended to develop character both in the sport and 
everyday life. These tenets include courtesy, integrity, self-control, perseverance and the indomitable (winning) spirit. 
The tenets influence how a practitioner of taekwondo should approach the sport in practices and matches. 

“By practicing and competing taekwondo, | have developed the Five Tenets. Taekwondo provides a way for me to 
temporarily escape from other responsibilities, and | use it to center myself,” said Stadnick. I played other sports when 
| was younger, but always came back to martial arts. Taekwondo is definitely something I'd like to pursue long-term, 
after college and in graduate school. There is a growing presence of taekwondo in southeastern Georgia, and | think 


it's great that more people are becoming aware of it.”
